T his Sunday, some 3,000 bicyclists will take off from San Francisco 
for Southern California, as part of the fourth annual AIDS 
fundraiser “California AIDS Ride SM ” - or, as it is almost universal¬ 
ly advertised, “California AIDS Ride SM Presented by Tanqueray®.” 
Tanqueray, the gin importer, says the AIDS Rides it sponsors around 
the country from May through September are “the most successful AIDS 
fundraisers in history.” But for heartbroken and exhausted cyclists of last 
year’s ride from Philadelphia to Washington, the story was one of any¬ 
thing but success. That ride pulled in some $4.5 million in pledges, of 
which over $1.66 million came from Philadelphia riders - but it only re¬ 
turned $260,700 (not quite 17 percent) to Philadelphia beneficiaries. 

That return was so small because the expenses amounted to over $1.3 
million. The greatest outlays associated, with the overhead were for a 
$180,000 “production fee” to Los AngelesT>ased producer Pallotta and 
Associates - a for-profit corporation - plus “staff salaries and benefits” of 
$417,628. The rest of the overhead consisted of food ($110,559), pledge 
processing staff and legal fees ($82,064), advertising, dues, fees, permits, 
insurance, staging equipment rentals, space rentals, utilities, supplies, ve¬ 
hicles, mechanics, fuel, postage, printing, telephone, equipment purchase 
and rental, travel and rider recruitment, and $27,561 for “miscellaneous.” 

All told, the 786 riders from Philadelphia averaged a total donation 
of $331.68 each to community organizations. Before they were allowed 
to participate, each paid a non-refundable fee of $45, and lined up 
pledges of at least $1,400. 

The resulting outrage over the tiny return in Philadelphia led to the 
cancellation of this year’s ride (Washington riders will start in North 
Carolina instead); a threatened lawsuit against the Philadelphia Gay 
News by Pallotta and Associates; a countersuit brought by PGN and the 
contributing writer who followed the story; and a state Attorney Gen¬ 
eral’s investigation into the matter. 

In April, Pallotta and Associates was found to have violated a state 
law against fundraising without registering as a “professional solicitor” 
with the state, and agreed to pay a fine of $110,000 (about 61 percent 
of the “production fee”) over a two-year period. The Pennsylvania At¬ 
torney General has said the fine, minus the cost of the investigation, 
will be donated to AIDS charitable organizations. 

A statement on the Philadelphia/DC AIDS Ride, released through the 
official press office of Bragman Nyman Cafarelli last August, estimated 
that “in just over three years, the seven AIDS Rides around the country

A IDS is off the President’s priority list, 
and that is making the community 
very uneasy,” said Bill Arnold, co¬ 
chair of the ADAP (AIDS Drug Assis¬ 
tance Program) Working Group. The subject 
is money - both a supplemental appropria¬ 
tion for this year and the budget for next year. 

AIDS lobbyists are pushing for an addi¬ 
tional $68 million in the current budget to 
purchase lifesaving protease inhibitors and 
other drugs through ADAP programs run by 
the states. “The good news is that we had just 
about a unanimous vote in the conference 
committee [in Congress], if the president 
had asked for it,” said Gary Rose, a lobbyist 
with the AIDS Action Council. 

But Bill Clinton didn’t ask for it. 

“Twice now, Congress has put in the 
money and the White House has taken cred¬ 


it for it,” said Rose. “They are not going to do 
that again, and I don’t blame them.” Arnold 
says that this time the administration must 
either “take the lead or split the lead” with 
Congress. 

Why hasn’t it? “The short answer is that 
Secretary [of Health and Human Services- 
HHS] Shalala didn’t do anything,” said 
Ernest Hopkins, director of health and treat¬ 
ment with the National Association of Peo¬ 
ple With AIDS (NAPWA). She would have 
had to identify an offset or cut from within 
her own programs, and “I don’t think she 
was willing to do that.” 

Pelosi plan dies 

Nancy Pelosi (D-California) had pro¬ 
posed an offset taken from the Department 
of Housing and Urban Development. The 
administration did not support that alterna¬ 
tive either. 

Pelosi aide Steve Morin sees a larger 


framework of ADAP funding tied to quality 
of care and a set of treatment guidelines now 
in preparation. The NIH held a two-day 
meeting on the guidelines last November, 
and they were supposed to be issued by HHS 
in January, then March, and now June. 

“It has become clear that most people are 
currently receiving substandard care,” says 
Morin. “In order for them to receive state of 
the art care they are going to have to have ac¬ 
cess to a greater variety and more expensive 
drugs. Treatment will probably begin earlier.” 
The guidelines would require that, and the 
supplemental appropriation would pay for it. 

Morin believes the administration’s lack 
of support for more money is “tied to look¬ 
ing at the situation as it is right now, with a 
lot of substandard care.” He fears “this whole 
issue is delaying release of these guidelines, 
because they don’t want to look like they 
have not adequately assessed the impact of

An estimated 400 posters will

The FVP provides free confi¬ 
dential assistance, support 
throughout a criminal case, in¬ 
cluding accompaniment to court 
hearings, referrals to social service 
agencies (including agencies ad¬ 
dressing transgender and same- 
sex communities), and informa¬ 
tion and educational outreach 
about family violence issues. 

Wesson says that between 25 
and 35 percent of lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgender relation¬ 
ships have been affected by such 
violence. 

A 1995 survey of six cities - 
San Francisco, San Diego, Chica¬ 
go, Minneapolis, New York, and 
Columbus, Ohio - noted more 
than 1,500 incidents of same-sex 
domestic violence reported in a 
year. 

Figures for 1996 will not be re¬ 
leased until Domestic Violence 
Awareness Month next October, 
according to Community United 
Against Violence’s Greg Merrill, 
MSW. 

Reduced to an object 

Merrill lauded the efforts of the 
District Attorney to appropriately 
prosecute people charged with 
same-sex domestic violence, and 
to provide resources and services 
to victims. But, he said, initial po¬ 
lice response to same-sex domestic 
violence situations “were a crap- 
shoot,” despite efforts by the Dis¬ 
trict Attorney to train police on 
identifying the primary aggressor 
in a same-sex battering scenario. 

After the initial San Francisco 
police response to same-sex do¬ 
mestic violence calls, those reports 
are turned over to the police’s Do¬ 
mestic Violence Investigation Unit,

Castro Walgreen 
sued for HIV, race bias

A San Francisco man with 
HIV infection filed a lawsuit 
in U.S. District Court Tues¬ 
day, May 20 that charges a Castro 
Street pharmacy with racial and 
HIV discrimination, stemming 
from two incidents in September 
1996 and April 1997. 

The federal lawsuit was filed 
on behalf of plaintiff John Doe by 
Denise Chambliss of the Law Of¬ 
fices of Laurel Mousseau. 

According to the legal brief 
filed in Northern District Court, 
Doe was a longtime customer of 
the Castro Street Walgreen drug¬ 
store, where he routinely spent 
between $2,500 and $4,000 each 
month on AIDS medications. 

“In the course of his disability, 
Doe’s doctor prescribed tincture 
of opium and provided a written 
prescription for this medicine to 
plaintiff,” the lawsuit details. 

From 1989 through 1996 
Doe’s medications were dispensed 
on numerous occasions by the 
Castro Walgreen to the care of his 
Caucasian partner, who received 
them without any complications. 
Doe is African-American. 


But last September 12, when 
Doe presented his doctor’s 
monthly prescription for tincture 
of opium to Walgreen, the com¬ 
plaint alleges there was a serious 
problem. 

Staff at the Castro Street Wal¬ 
green told Doe that his doctor had 
misprescribed the medicine, and 
that he really didn’t need it - and 
said his prescription and his iden¬ 
tification were forgeries. 

Doe went to see his doctor 
about the incident and confirmed 
the validity of the prescription the 
same day, but when he returned 
to try to refill the presofiption 
again, chief pharmacist Lawrence 
Quan “began a discussion” at the 
pharmacy counter in the presence 
of numerous other customers, ac¬ 
cording to the suit. 

“Quan began to raise his voice 
to Doe from normal conversation 
level and eventually wound up 
screaming and shouting at Doe,” 
the lawsuit claims. 

During the argument, as Doe 
was insisting that he needed the 
medicine, Quan allegedly yelled, “I 
don’t care if you are HIV-positive.” 

According to the lawsuit, Doe 
felt humiliated and immediately 
left the pharmacy without his med¬ 


ication or an effective substitute. 

The lawsuit documents that 
Doe became very ill and spent the 
entire weekend in severe pain due 
to the lack of medication for his 
condition, for which there are no 
over-the-counter remedies or ef¬ 
fective substitutes. 

Doe was eventually able to ob¬ 
tain his medication the following 
week from the Castro Walgreen, 
but in April 1997, Quan again re¬ 
fused to fill the prescription, cit¬ 
ing “insurance coverage prob¬ 
lems.” 

The lawsuit charges that dur¬ 
ing the same time other Walgreen 
employees filled the prescriptions 
without complaint, and that Doe 
has never been presented with ev¬ 
idence of Walgreen’s failure to ob¬ 
tain payment from his insurer. 

A Walgreen district manager 
was not available for comment, 
but a 498 Castro Street assistant 
manager told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter he “didn’t think” that Quan 
made the statements. 

The complaint charges that 
Walgreen violated Doe’s right to 
privacy under the California con¬ 
stitution, and denied him public 
services in violation of federal 
civil rights and disabilities law. T

City’s landmark DP 
law goes into effect 
Sunday, despite lawsuit

S an Francisco’s landmark do¬ 
mestic partner benefit law 
for city contractors goes 
into effect Sunday, June 1. The re¬ 
cent lawsuit filed in federal court 
by the Air Transport Association 
(ATA) will not affect that, city of¬ 
ficials said, because to date, no 
motion for a temporary restrain¬ 
ing order or any other action has 
been filed. 

The law, signed by Mayor 
Willie Brown last November, re¬ 
quires businesses that contract 
with the city to provide benefits to 
domestic partners of employees if 
those benefits are provided to 
spouses. Many businesses and 
several business associations, in¬ 
cluding the San Francisco Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, are supportive 
of the law, which is being imple¬ 
mented through the Human 
Rights Commission (HRC). 

Last Saturday, the Harvey Milk 
Lesbian/Gay/Bisexual Democrat¬ 
ic Club staged a picket in front of 
United Airline’s Union Square 
ticket office to draw attention to 
the airline’s involvement in the 
lawsuit; United is a member of the 
ATA and recently won a two year 
exemption from the law by the 
Board of Supervisors over a 
multi-million dollar, 25-year lease 
at San Francisco International 
Airport. 

Jeff Sheehy, club president, an¬ 
nounced that another picket will 
take place at United’s office this 
Saturday, May 31. The club has 
also called for a boycott of the 
giant airline. 

“United Airlines lied to the city 
of San Francisco and to its em¬ 
ployees when it agreed to comply

with the domestic partner law 
within two years,” Sheehy said. 
“United Airlines is hypocritical to 
continually market to our com¬ 
munity, yet deny the most basic 
equal rights to its lesbian, gay, and 
bisexual employees.” 

The Milk Club helped draft 
the law just about a year ago. 

‘Bite me!’ 

Supervisor Tom Ammiano, a 
strong proponent of the law, was 
in Berlin when the ATA lawsuit hit 
City Hall on May 13. Incidentally, 
Ammiano told the B.A.R. that he 
flew to Germany on Lufthansa; 
that airline is not an ATA mem¬ 
ber, according to association doc¬ 
uments. 

This week, he expressed his 
outrage over the lawsuit and Unit¬ 
ed Airlines. “It’s schoolyard-bully 
mentality. I say, ‘Bite me!”’ 

Ammiano agreed with fellow 


supervisors Leslie Katz and Susan 
Leal that United negotiated in bad 
faith earlier this year when it got 
the exemption. “They give us a 
good reason to use that barf bag 
they provide [on flights],” he 
quipped. “San Francisco’s feet are 
firmly planted on the ground.” 

Martha Knutzen, HRC presi¬ 
dent, said that staff members have 
worked incredibly hard over the 
last six months to get the business 
community informed about the 
law and to help them comply with 
it. Additional staff have been 
hired, and extensive information 
is available on the HRC website 
that business people can down¬ 
load. 

Phones at the HRC have been 
ringing constantly, she said, with 
as many as 25 to 30 calls a day 
coming in about the new law. 

“We’re ready. It is being imple¬ 
mented June 1, and I’m pleased 
that we’ll be able to implement it,” 
Knutzen told the B.A.R. “Many 
companies are on board, and 
we’ve worked to make informa¬ 
tion useful and business-friendly.” 

Knutzen said HRC staff mem¬ 
bers Larry Brinkin and Cynthia 
Goldstein took the lead on the 
project, and have held several 
workshops for the business com¬ 
munity. Insurance fairs were also 
held so that businesses could 
learn about the various insurance 
options as they relate to domestic 
partner benefits. V

and then to the District Attorney 
for charging and prosecution. 

Wesson told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that the roots of domestic 
violence are the same as the roots 
of violence in other situations - 
including hate crimes. 

“One thing we’ve learned, and 
it’s the same thing that happens 
in hate crimes, right before some 
is about to be pummeled or hit, 
they are reduced to an object,” she 
said. “They are no longer a person 
but a thing.” 

Wesson said education about 
domestic violence is a fundamental 
key to ending it in the community. 

Physical violence is not the 
only form of domestic violence, 
experts say. Such violence also in¬ 
cludes coercion and threats of vi¬ 
olence, forms of intimidation 
such as destroying property, emo¬ 
tional and sexual abuse, econom¬ 
ic abuse and isolation. ▼

NCLR celebrates 
two decades Saturday

!» or the past two decades, the 
National Center for Lesbian 
1 Rights (NCLR) has been in 
the forefront when it comes to ad¬ 
vocacy work to help lesbians 
achieve civil and human rights. 
On Saturday, May 31, hundreds of 
supporters are expected at the or¬ 
ganization’s 20th anniversary cel¬ 
ebration in San Francisco. 

Award-winning Bay Area au¬ 
thor and lesbian Dorothy Allison 
will give the keynote speech. Alli¬ 
son’s best-selling novel Bastard 
Out of Carolina was a finalist for 
the 1992 National Book Award. A 
film version of the book, directed 
by actress Anjelica Huston, was 
aired on Showtime last year. 

Also appearing at the gala will 
be Marga Gomez, the Frida Kahlo 
of comedy. 

The evening will begin with a 
reception and silent auction, fol¬ 
lowed by dinner and the awards 
program. Afterwards, well-known 
DJ Page Hodel will spin the dance 
tunes. 

NCLR will honor two women 
this year. The Founder’s Award 
will be presented to San Francis¬ 
co Superior Court Judge Donna J. 
Hitchens. In 1977, Hitchens creat¬ 
ed the Lesbian Rights Project 
(LRP) at Equal Rights Advocates 
with a $10,000 grant from the 
Berkeley Law Foundation. LRP 
became NCLR in 1988. 

The Justice Award will be con¬ 
ferred posthumously on NCLR’s 
former client, Mary Ward, a les¬ 


bian mother who died in January 
after suffering a heart attack. 
Ward had recently lost an appeal 
for custody of her youngest 
daughter. A Florida judge gave 
custody to Ward’s ex-husband, 
who had served eight years in 
prison for murdering his first 
wife. One of Ward’s daughters will 
accept the award. 

NCLR’s goal is to bring its re¬ 
sources to the assistance of les¬ 
bians throughout the country. The 
San Francisco-based group works 
to change discriminatory laws and 


create new laws to benefit lesbians 
in many areas, including employ¬ 
ment, parenting, adoption, hous¬ 
ing, and immigration.

M ost San Franciscans will probably 
not go to the polls Tuesday; this is 
not a huge election, and without 
the personalities associated with office 
races, few people feel strongly about most 
of the issues on the ballot. That’s a shame, 
and a recipe for the perfectly legal subver¬ 
sion of democracy: the lower the turn-out, 
the greater the chance that one campaign’s 
well-organized “get out the vote” drive 
among its supporters could push through a 
proposal that most people do not want. 

Of course, we mean Candlestick Mills, 
the proposed new stadium and shopping 
mall, represented by Propositions D and F. 

After considering that issue carefully, we 
have to stick with our original feelings 
about the stadium, and strongly urge a no 
vote. The reasons are many, but the single 
most obvious is that the San Francisco 49ers 
are the most successful football team in the 
country. If they cannot build their own sta¬ 
dium, who can? 

Carmen Policy of the 49ers likes to say 
that “revenue sharing” among all the Na¬ 
tional Football League teams has leveled the 
playing field so that, in effect, the 49ers are 
not much better off than, say, the Tampa Bay 
Buccaneers. If that is really the case, taxpay¬ 
ers in San Francisco are being asked to pick 
up the tab for mismanagement and perfidy 
across the league, and that’s just wrong. 

Something else that is very wrong is the as¬ 
sertion by the NFL that the league has no ob¬ 
jection to the existing stadium, and the con¬ 
trary assertion by supporters of the new sta¬ 
dium. The Guardian reported last week that 
league officials even offered the 1999 Super 
Bowl to San Francisco, at Candlestick/3Com 
Park, but 49ers officials and city representa¬ 
tives rejected the offer because they wanted to 
use the lure of a future Super Bowl as a reason 
for voters to support these measures. 

If that is the case, those officials rejected 
about $300 million that would have been 
pumped into the city’s economy as part of 
that event. And although the economy may 
be doing better these days, San Francisco is 
clearly not in a position to dismiss that kind 
of free money. We would say, based on the 
49ers’ behavior, that they do not need to get 
$100 million from the city’s taxpayers. In 
fact, they may need to repay millions they 
threw away. 

In addition to the above arguments 
against the new stadium, the ballot mea¬ 
sures also give near carte blanche for the 
49ers to rape and pillage waterfront park¬ 
land. There can be no real need for any de¬ 
veloper to be excused from environmental 
laws and regulations that are in place to 
protect the people of the Bay Area. 


All in all, we think those propositions are 
a terrible idea. If the 49ers huddle up and 
come up with a better plan, we’ll support it. 
But D and F are no forward pass in our eyes. 
They’re a bomb. 

Meanwhile, here are our other suggestions: 

Prop. A-SCHOOL BONDS . 

VOTE NO 

We have a lot of problems with this bond 
issue. The schools just went through a bond 
issue for some of the same issues they are 
asking for now, and they have a special tax 
assessment granted by the voters a few years 
ago. We would like to know where and how 
all this money has been spent, but in calling 
for information we’ve been given a bureau¬ 
cratic run-around, and we’re not satisfied 
with the answers. We think pouring more 
money into a school district that can’t seem 
to manage its current financial situation is 
not a good idea. Vote NO on A. 

Prop. B-CULTURAL 
CENTER BONDS 
VOTE YES 

Under the new city charter there is a 
mandate to maintain the existing cultural 
centers. They have been in a state of de¬ 
ferred maintenance for so long that most 
have become quite run-down and shabby. 
They also need to be updated for the dis¬ 
abled, as mandated by federal law. The five 
existing centers are the Center for African 
and African-American Art and Culture; the 
South of Market Cultural Center; Mission 
Cultural Center for Latino Art; the Bayview 
Opera House; and the Art Commission 
Gallery in Civic Center. The bond issue 
would also help to create two new centers: a 
gay and lesbian arts and culture center; and 
an American Indian cultural center. These 
centers are crucial to helping bridge the 
gaps between our many diverse cultural and 
ethnic backgrounds. All will offer after¬ 
school programs for students. Public-based 
community projects usually put more back 
into our community than they cost. A YES 
on Proposition B is urged. Vote YES on B. 

Prop. C-ZOO BONDS 

VOTE YES 

As we recall, when the zoo was priva¬ 
tized, the city agreed to put a bond issue on 
the ballot. This would happen when the zoo 
folks raised approximately 25 million dol¬ 
lars from private sources. This has been 
done or the pledges are in place. It’s time to 
keep our side of the deal and put up the 
bonds. A world-class city should have a 
world-class zoo. Besides, we don’t vote on 
many things for kids; let’s give them some¬ 


thing to enjoy. Vote YES on C. 

Prop. D-49ERS STADIUM 

AND MALL 

VOTE NO (See above) 

This proposition is full of loopholes and 
should not even have gotten on the ballot. 
We are dealing with the most successful 
franchise in NFL history, owned by one of 
the nation’s wealthiest men. If you look at 
the new stadiums around the country, the 
cost overrides are just too frightening to 
consider. This proposition along with its 
companion piece, Prop. F, frankly smells to 
high heaven. The NFL finds the current sta¬ 
dium quite proper and sees nothing wrong 
with it for a Super Bowl game. We wonder 
who stands to make money off this venture. 
It certainly won’t be the citizens of San Fran¬ 
cisco. You might also take into consideration 
that the majority of Hunter’s Point residents 
are not crazy about this scam. We would cer¬ 
tainly support a $100 million bond issue to 
rehabilitate and rebuild the area instead. 
Don’t be suckered, vote NO on Prop. D. 

Prop. E-P.U.C. 

REVENUE USES 

VOTE NO 

This Proposition would allow the city to 
start using income money from our public 
utility income, i.e., water and electricity, to 
go into the general fund. As it is now, main¬ 
tenance must be done on these systems 
from income generated. We can see the 
city’s policy of deferred maintenance all 
around us; let’s not have more of it. Re¬ 
member: If it’s not broken, don’t fix it! Vote 
NO on Prop. E. 

Prop. F-CANDLESTICK 
POINT/STADIUM LAND USE 
VOTE NO 

Along with Prop. D, this complicated 
piece of legislation would give the stadium 
folks unrestrained use of over 200 acres of 
city land (included are 123 acres of park 
land) rent-free. They would not be bound 
by height restrictions, EPA studies, clean¬ 
ups, or any of the regulations that we take 
for granted. Don’t give away for what so 
many have fought. We believe this mall will 
do more harm than good: it will displace 
many small businesses in Hunter’s Point; it 
will not guarantee more jobs; it will not gen¬ 
erate more taxes. What it will do is increase 
the tax burden on every San Franciscan and 
help to further erode our general funds. We 
strongly urge a NO vote on Prop. F. 

Those are our calls. Agree or disagree, 
but whatever you decide, vote. ▼ 


Doing well by doing bad 


S everal years ago we heard a radio 
preacher in the Philadelphia area 
who had carved out a stinky niche in 
the already smarmy world of electronic 
evangelism: his pitch was specifically aimed 
at those people who were literally down to 
their last few bucks or less. It was amazing 
to hear his spiel: “If you just have a dollar,” 
he thundered, “I want you to send it to me! 
If you only have a quarter, send it to me!” 

Last year Philadelphia was hit by anoth¬ 
er pitch that, although different, certainly 
bore similarities to that radio preacher’s. 
This time the routine wasn’t in the name of 
God, it was in the name of people with 
AIDS - a no less obnoxious ploy, in our 
book - and was sold less to people running 
out of money than to people running out 
of hope. The event, of course, was the 
Philadelphia-Washington AIDS Ride that 
made some people a bunch of money - but 
raised somewhat less for the charities it was 
intended to help. 

This week another AIDS Ride will un¬ 
spool here in San Francisco, to wrap up in Los 
Angeles next week. The riders who drive them¬ 
selves to exhaustion for this event are all to be 
congratulated and treated as heroes. Unfortu¬ 
nately, the event is so much a part of “AIDS, 
Inc.” and the time-honored (if filthy) tradi¬ 
tion of people doing well (financially) by 


doing good (deeds), that it almost makes us 
sick to hear its name. We trust the SF'LA ride 
will return more to the designated beneficia¬ 
ries than the scant 17 percent it returned in 
Philadelphia; however, it won’t return any¬ 
thing close to enough. If all goes optimally, 
organizers expect the overhead to be 
40 percent. The 60 percent left over 
goes to the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation, with its overhead. 

How much of every dollar will 
end up in the hands of a person 
with AIDS? We wish we knew. 

The thought of all those riders’ 
friends pledging money to help 
PWAs, when they were actual¬ 
ly fattening up the producers 
and the bureaucracy to which 
the eventual “proceeds” will 
proceed, reminded us of that Philly preacher 
and left us feeling dazed and enraged in ex¬ 
actly the way we felt listening to that “give me 
your last quarter” spiel on the radio. 

The sensation only got worse when we 
reread the chirpy fundraising guide on the 
AIDS Ride website, which reads in part, “The 
second rule of fundraising. Ask. Ask. Ask. 
Ask. Ask. Ask. Ask. Ask. Ask. Ask. Ask. Ask. 
Ask. Ask. Ask. Ask. Ask. Ask. Ask. Ask. Ask. 
Ask. Ask. Ask. Ask. Ask. You raise money 
when you ask for it and you don’t raise 


money when you don’t. The more you’re out 
there asking, the more you’ll raise.” 

The producers should know. 

The same is unfortunately true of AIDS 
Walks, Dance-A-Thons, Bike-A-Thons, and 
other events for which producers skim 
(legally - we don’t dispute that; our problem 
is with the morality of it all) a ton of 
money off the top. In each of those 
cases, they are copyrighted events that 
only the copyright holder can put on. 
Imagine: someone has copyrighted the 
fight against the disease that has killed 
our loved ones. And they’re making 
^ money on it. 

How much money, exactly, is 
difficult to ascertain (although 
we’re willing to bet the producer 
of the AIDS Rides makes a hell of 
a lot more this year than the national “AIDS 
Czar”), but it should be everybody’s busi¬ 
ness: not only riders and pledgers, but also 
anyone who is concerned about so much 
money being sucked out of the charitable 
pool that could be used more effectively. 

So if you’re concerned about it, as we 
are, call the producer at (213) 467-8888and 
follow the “second rule of fundraising. Ask.

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A cautionary taie 

The guest opinion by Sandra Hernandez, MD, our 
San Francisco Director of Health, is a cautionary tale 
for every member of the gay community, regardless of 
one’s position regarding bathhouses, sex clubs, HIV 
prevention, or sex in general. Dr. Hernandez is using 
her position as head of the DPH to curtail in a most 
egregious way the civil liberties of gay people, name¬ 
ly not to allow two gay people to enter a private space 
in any public establishment whose primary focus is 
sexual activity. She has evoked this regulation with¬ 
out any evidence to show that such a regulation is 
even remotely productive or of dire necessity when it 
comes to HIV prevention. Rather, she appeals to the 
need not to “harm the ability to do fundraising and to 
promote volunteerism” in the community in the fight 
against AIDS, and to placate the more conservative 
elements in and out of-the gay community. The end 
result is that the final regulations appear to be based 
more on appearance - the need to be seen to be doing 
something - than actual substance. 

The community should be wary. Historically, gay 
businesses such as bars, bookstores, and bathhouses 
have been systematically harassed by other public 
agencies, such as fire and safety agencies and state 
liquor authorities, who, like the DPH, have been able 
to enter, inspect, and shut down gay establishments - 
without discussion or due process - under such va¬ 
garies as “public safety.” Also, these intrusions into gay 
spaces were often done under the specious need to 
“improve appearances” and to placate con¬ 
servatives. It is sad to see the DPH with 
their current regulations continue this re¬ 
pressive tradition. 

It is time for the DPH to acknowledge 
that many members of the gay communi¬ 
ty, as well as many HIV prevention ex¬ 
perts, are not in support of such regu¬ 
lations. If specific restrictions, such as 
constant monitoring of all spaces in 
clubs, are needed for HIV prevention, 
then conclusive evidence, based on current statistics 
and proven AIDS prevention strategies, should be 
presented to warrant such a restrictive move. Howev¬ 
er, the current appeals to the distant past by the DPH, 
when the initial guidelines were developed in the late 
1980s at the height of AIDS hysteria, are no longer 
satisfactory. 

Such outdated measures as the current restrictions 
ignore the fact that the gay community overall has 
changed its behavior dramatically in the intervening 
years and responded more responsibly than any com¬ 
munity in history to such a health crisis. For the DPH 
to act as if gay people cannot be left alone in a room 
together without creating a state of emergency re¬ 
sounds with the echo of every negative stereotype 
ever created of us. It is something that should prick 
up the ears of any gay person who hears its sound.

Time for them to go 

As someone who has worked with the thorny is¬ 
sues of AIDS public health policy for many years, I 
have until now deferred input on sex clubs and other 
controversies in San Francisco, preferring to give 
overworked professionals the benefit of the doubt. 

The May 15 guest opinion by Sandra Hernandez, 
however, is the last straw. 

Dr. Hernandez’s column comes on the heels of 
several DPH affronts to responsible public policy and 
to civil rights - even in a “state of emergency.” AIDS 
Office Director Mitch Katz has earned the communi¬ 
ty’s distrust and resentment by first ignoring last 
year’s HIV Prevention Planning Council recommen¬ 
dations, and then arbitrarily mandating the deploy¬ 
ment of sex police to gay “sex clubs.” Dr. Hernandez 
herself received negative national criticism after 
proposing the forced regimentation and medication 
of certain classes of people with HIV during last sum¬ 
mer’s International AIDS Conference in Vancouver. 

After this latest affront to proven approaches to 
public health and to due process, it is clear that Dr. 
Hernandez and Mr. Katz have outlasted their useful¬ 
ness to San Francisco. It is time for them to tender 
their resignations in the interest of the public good. 

On May 5, the DPH'reported to the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors on the coming funding crunch and service 
delivery crisis awaiting San Francisco in the wake of 
federal budget cutbacks and rule revisions. Like its 
non-profit AIDS sector counterpart, the San Francis¬ 
co AIDS Foundation, the DPH must be held to a 
stronger standard of public scrutiny and account¬ 
ability - sooner, rather than later. Now, when every 
penny is more coveted than ever and needs to be tar¬ 
geted to the most severely pressing needs, the city and 
AIDS funders can no longer afford to spend money 
on sex police and administrators who are unrespon¬ 
sive and alienating to their primary constituencies. 

If the supervisors will not ask Hernandez, Katz, 
their paid voyeurs, and other problematic AIDS ad¬ 
ministrators to leave, the people must.

Department of Public Health mendacity 

Dr. Hernandez’s guest opinion (15 May) “shares” 
not facts, but misrepresentations. I have been observ¬ 
ing all the public discussions of sex club regulations 
that have occurred in the six months since Mayor 
Brown said that the legislation Supervisor Ammiano 
introduced for the Department of Public Health was 
not needed. I can vouch that Liz Highleyman has re¬ 
ported them accurately in the B.A.R. and that Dr. 
Hernandez has been present at none of them. 

It is true that the 1991 guidelines of the Coalition 
for Healthy Sex (an association of club owners with a 
vested economic interest in the low-overhead status 
quo, who met in the DPH AIDS Office with some 
prevention staff of DPH and other organizations) are 
the basis for the regulations DPH imposed earlier this 
year. Guidelines are voluntary. It is dishonest of Her¬ 
nandez to call the regulations her office has issueid 
“guidelines.” I can understand her unease about the 
legality of a department regulating businesses it does 
not license and her wish to obscure what is going on. 
Obviously, she felt that legislation was necessary when 
she, CHS, and Supervisor Ammiano were drafting 
some (1993-6). Had this draft legislation gone for¬ 
ward, there would have been public hearings in which 
opposition could have been expressed. DPH held no 
public forums on the regulations before sending them 
to gay sex clubs. Mike Pendo of the DPH AIDS Office 
brought a draft to the January CHS meeting, and they 
were criticized by everyone who spoke. The decision 
to impose what are de facto laws was made in 
DPH meetings closed to the public, which 
( is almost certainly a violation of sunshine 
laws (a complaint is pending). Director 
Hernandez did not report to the Health 
Commission the decision to impose reg¬ 
ulations without the approval of the 
Board of Supervisors, nor has she re¬ 
ported the community opposition to 
the regulations. 

The “community consensus” is the 
opposite of what Hernandez claims. Gay men do not 
want the government regulating what consenting 
adults do, whether it is the ABC of old or a lesbian¬ 
headed DPH. I have counted 42 letters in the local gay 
press criticizing the DPH regulations, one arguing 
against resisting them, and none in support of them. 
In March, the CHS - that is, the only people outside 
government who had had input in the process - 
unanimously denounced the regulations and the 
closed process of imposing them. The Milk Club also 
unanimously denounced the regulations after hear¬ 
ing the rationales presented by Mike Pendo and 
Tracey Packer. Hernandez, who had been invited, was 
conspicuously absent.) And a community forum or¬ 
ganized by STOP AIDS also showed vociferous op¬ 
position to government regulation of sex between 
consenting adults. (The opposition to the latest gov¬ 
ernment interference with the right of assembly of 
gay men is not by any means advocacy of unsafe sex, 
and gay sex-positive businesses like the Berkeley 
Steamworks have and should have HIV education 
and prevention foci.) 

If forbidding private space in sex clubs and spying 
on patrons are “sound health policy,” as Hernandez 
claims, it is surprising that the health directors of 
other locales have not reached the same conclusion. 
Thirteen years after then-Mayor Dianne Feinstein 
forced this policy on Dr. Mervyn Silverman in San 
Francisco, no other city or county in North America 
has followed this policy. Hernandez’s department has 
made no attempt to evaluate the efficacy or cost-ef¬ 
fectiveness of this intervention (even though all pre¬ 
vention interventions are supposed to have evalua¬ 
tion components, according to the county’s HIV Pre¬ 
vention Plan) and, according to Packer and Pendo, do 
not plan any. There are no empirical data showing 
that monitoring works. There are a number of stud¬ 
ies that show that men trying to attain intimacy and 
show trust are more likely to engage in unprotected 
anal intercourse than those having short-term anony¬ 
mous sexual encounters. Sound policy based on sci¬ 
entific knowledge would focus on combating the be¬ 
lief that one can intuit whether a casual sexual part¬ 
ner is HIV+ rather than on repressing gay spaces. 

In contrast, there is evidence that needle exchanges 
work, and there are other jurisdictions in which they 
occur. Moreover, needle exchange increases people’s 
options rather than attempting to repress them and 
keep them from doing what many consider “nasty” 
(and illegal, as sodomy has not been in California 
since the Brown-Moscone Act of 1975). The analogy 
of needle exchange to forbidding private spaces in sex 
clubs is as spurious as Hernandez’s history is false. 

Continued seroconversion, especially among the 
young - especially among the black and Latino young 
- is a serious problem. Repressing openly gay spaces 
has had no discernible effect in reducing infection. 
The 900 infections in San Francisco last year did not 
occur in San Francisco bathhouses. Although we have 
learned much since 1984, those in DPH need to ac¬ 
knowledge that its policies - especially the mandate to 
monitor sex in gay clubs - have failed.

Fighting for the spotlight 

The recent AIDS Candlelight Memorial stands in 
sharp contrast to the original founded and led in 1983 
by People With AIDS Coalition. The first march and 
program featured PWAs. They put a face on AIDS so 
that the disease became more than budgets, death and 
infection rates, graphs and statistics. Speakers em¬ 
braced and embodied the “Fighting for Our Lives” 
theme; activism was supported, and its accomplish¬ 
ments acknowledged, and its agenda explained. PWAs 
spoke for themselves. Their passion and love and 
anger was real and contagious. They inspired and mo¬ 
tivated the general community, including especially 
those who were yet to be diagnosed. They did not hes¬ 
itate to ask the hard questions and they challenged 
everyone, even “our friends.” They spoke from the 
heart, and they touched hearts. 

Politicians were welcome, but only to show their 
support, not to be featured. Then, in 1985, People 
With AIDS turned over the memorial to Mobilization 
Against AIDS because most of its activists were sick. 

This year’s memorial featured politicians translat¬ 
ing our experiences, our needs, our successes, and our 
challenges for us. We did not hear PWAs speak for 
ourselves. This was a classic case of disempowerment, 
however unintentional. No speaker desperate for 
1592, no speaker benefiting from compassionate or 
expanded access (thank you, ACT UP Golden Gate 
and Project Inform). Instead of hearing from a low 
income PWA who is predictably hungry by the end 
of each month, we heard from a well-paid executive 
director of a food-providing agency. Instead of hear¬ 
ing from someone utilizing needle exchange or ben¬ 
efiting from medical marijuana (thank you, Dennis 
and the Cannabis Buyers Club), we heard a featured, 
tediously long, self-serving proclamation from Clin¬ 
ton. The rhetoric, however sincere, was predictable 
and redundant, and most importantly, our hearts 
were not touched. 3/4 of those attending left prior to 
the reading of the names and the tribute to those 
courageous role models (Bobbi Campbell, Gary 
Walsh, Bobby Reynolds, Mark Feldman, Roger Lyons 
and Dan Turner) who laid the foundation from 
which we continue our struggle. 

I missed being inspired by my fellow PWAs. In the 
past, their testimony and leadership fortified my own 
fighting spirit and carried me into another year of ac¬ 
tivism. Let us all recommit to valuing and utilizing 
the unique contribution which PWAs bring in leading 
and rallying the community in the struggle against 
AIDS. 

The fight is not over. If we keep up the pressure, we 
will save lives.

Hockey sticking points 

[The following was sent to the Gay Games sports co¬ 
ordinators:] 

My name is Michael Roeder; I’m the goalie for a 
gay hockey team in San Francisco. (I am not speaking 
on the team’s behalf. These questions are mine alone.) 
We had a team meeting today, and Karen McAfee, our 
Gay Games contact, brought us some disturbing 
news. This is what I understand: 

• Our registration packet was returned because out 
of the seven people on the team roster, only two were 
women. 

• Only the women on the team received registra¬ 
tion numbers. (Despite your policy, stated on your 
website, of registering teams, not individuals for team 
sports.) 

• You intend to enforce strict quotas for men and 
women on team sports: only 60% of a team can be 
men. 

• Unless we can find enough women players to fill 
at least 40% of our team roster, we will not be able to 
play in the Gay Games next summer. 

These policies have some unfortunate conse¬ 
quences for my team: 

• Even though travel arrangements must be made 
more than a year in advance - right now would be 
ideal - we do not know whether we will even play. 
Playing hockey in the Gay Games is the reason I’m 
coming to Amsterdam; I will not make any travel or 
lodging reservations if I are not sure that I will get to 
play. 

• There are at least half a dozen hockey leagues in 
the San Francisco Bay Area. My estimate is that at 
least 90% of the hockey players are men. There is one 
women’s hockey league, but they have not expressed 
interest in playing in the Gay Games or on teams with 
men and women. It’s difficult to find enough women 
hockey players to meet your requirements. A realistic 
goal is for our team to have two women. 

You are on the one hand trying to promote fair¬ 
ness and equality, you are on the other hand impos¬ 
ing strict quotas on the numbers of men and women 
who can play each sport. What if the required num¬ 
ber of women to play a particular sport simply don’t 
exist? Will you then restrict the number of men who 
can play the sport? I don’t see that as promoting fair¬ 
ness; I see it as discriminating against men for playing 
a sport that doesn’t have very many women. 

I am puzzled by another aspect of what happened. 
At the same time that you advertise on your website 
that you need financial help, you rejected .pur team’s 
$350 advance registration fee. Which is it? Do you 
need more money, or do you have so much money 
that you can simply send ours back? Do your big fi¬ 
nancial sponsors know that you are returning player 
registration fees? 

Please tell me that I’m overreacting. Please tell me 
that I’ve got it all wrong, that there will be no restric¬ 
tions on the compositions of teams. Please tell me 
that the divisions for teams will be set up according to 
the abilities and compositions of the teams that actu¬ 
ally apply, and not some artificial lofty - and unob¬ 
tainable - goals.

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DiFi delirium

1 II jf ith the June 1998 guber- 
B|i natorial primary now 
W W only a year away, leaders 
of both major political parties are 
taking a close look at a Field Poll 
released last week that shows for¬ 
mer San Francisco Mayor and 
current senior California U.S. 
Senator Dianne Feinstein far 
and away the favorite of both De¬ 
mocratic and Republican voters 
to replace Governor Pete Wilson 
in the November ’98 general elec¬ 
tion. While Feinstein, still an 
unannounced “candidate,” has 
consistently led all of her poten¬ 
tial Democratic opponents, the 
new poll also has her leading At¬ 
torney General Dan Lungren, the 
GOP’s only announced candidate, 
as well. 

With very strong support from 
Democrats and women, and with 
better than average support 
among Republicans, Feinstein 
leads in a simulated “open prima¬ 
ry” with 28 percent of the vote, 
followed by Republican Lungren 
with 18 percent. Not only does Fe¬ 
instein emerge as the winner 
in such a primary, but 
the same poll also pegs 
her as the Democrat 
most likely to defeat 
Lungren in the all-im¬ 
portant general elec¬ 
tion. 

In such a simulat¬ 
ed general 
election, Re¬ 
publican Lun¬ 
gren actually 
leads Senator Feinstein among 
men, 46-40 percent, but Feinstein 
crushes Lungren by a whopping 
20 percent, 53-33, among women. 
The Field Poll, not surprisingly, 
shows heavy support for Feinstein 
among Republican women voters. 
Analysts of both parties attribute 
that to the fact that Mr. Lungren, 
a devout Catholic, fs avidly pro¬ 
life while Feinstein is pro-choice. 

The Field Poll, in fact, verified 
that a majority of women who 
identify themselves as Republican 
would vote for a pro-choice De¬ 
mocrat before they would sup¬ 
port the anti-abortion Lungren. 
Another surprising result of the 
poll was that former White House 
Chief of Staff Leon Panetta was 
picked third by the voters (after 
Feinstein and Lungren) instead of 
Democratic Lieutenant Governor 
Gray Davis, who has been an an¬ 
nounced candidate for a year and 
has reportedly raised and spent 
over $2 million since entering the 
fray. 

Next June will be the first time 
that Californians will be able to 
vote in an open primary, where a 
registered voter may cast a ballot 
for any candidate, regardless of 
party affiliation. Although the sys¬ 
tem is being challenged in court 
by both major parties, if the plan 
prevails, DiFi appears to be the big 
beneficiary, as Republican women 
voters appear ready to cross party 
lines to vote against the archcon¬ 
servative Lungren. 

In more good news for Fein¬ 
stein, the poll also shows that if 
the court challenge prevails and 
California reverts back to a system 
of closed primaries, she still ap¬ 
pears the overwhelming favorite 
among the Democrats next June 
and against Lungren in next year’s 
general election. Of course, the 
prestigious Field Poll also puts 
more pressure on the evasive Fe¬ 
instein to finally enter - or not - 
the gubernatorial race once and 
for all, a decision she is supposed 
to make public by mid-June. 


Interestingly, the results of this 
latest poll are said to have the sen¬ 
ator now “excited and very much 
thinking” about another race for 
governor. A source close to DiFi 
recently told me that her an¬ 
nouncement is more likely to 
come “around August 1.” To most 
political observers, that 
would indicate that she 
is leaning toward enter¬ 
ing the race - the 
thinking being that if 
she weren’t going to 
become a candidate, 
she would announce it 
next month and get it 
over with. This 
writer has also 
learned that 
Senator Fein¬ 
stein has been holding regular 
meetings with longtime campaign 
advisor Kam Kuwata and other 
trusted political confidants. 

Meanwhile, a prominent De¬ 
mocrat (who isn’t particularly 
close to the senator) declared in 
my presence last week, “Hell, 
there’s no question that Dianne is 
the most popular Democrat in the 
state. We need her - badly - to beat 
Lungren.” While I don’t know any 
more than anyone else about her 
plans, “Governor Feinstein” 
sounds a whole heck of a lot bet¬ 
ter than “Governor Lungren.” 

(Incidentally, those in the 
know tell me that while Governor 
Wilson will “work hard” for Dan 
Lungren next year, he will steer 
clear of the GOP U.S. senate pri¬ 
mary.)

White House is reportedly furious 
with the Demo House Minority 
Leader, and of course, poor Al has 
to back his president. The fact that 
Gephardt was once pro-life but 
then read the tea leaves of Ameri¬ 
can voters and now supports legal 
abortion may be yet another hint 
of his future plans. 

Want more? Last week Mr. 
Gephardt announced that he sup¬ 
ports California state Senator 
Mike Thompson’s bid to unseat 
GOP Rep. Frank Riggs in North¬ 
ern California’s First Congres¬ 
sional District. Gore is expected to 
support another race by his for¬ 
mer D.C. staffer Michela Alioto 
next year. 

Barbara Boxer need look no 
further than Rep. Sonny Bono to 
find her GOP opponent in next 
year’s U.S. senate race. Polls show 
Cher’s former straight man as the 
sure Republican favorite over 
such qualified candidates as Matt 
Fong and San Diego Mayor 
Susan Golding. Go figure! 

Meanwhile, San Mateo Super¬ 
visor Ruben Barrales looks like 
a candidate for state treasurer 
now that GOP state Senator Jim 
Brulte has decided against enter¬ 
ing the race.

Then last weekend as I 
strolled into one of my favorite 
eateries, the Alta Plaza Restaurant 
on Fillmore, I was informed by 
several witnesses that I had “just 
missed” former Olympian- 
turned-movie-actor Greg Louga- 
nis and £! news anchor Steve 
Kmetko, who reportedly shared a 
cozy dinner.

I was particularly taken by these 
back-to-back sentiments: “In love 
you seek to attain a magical qual¬ 
ity and refuse to settle for any¬ 
thing less,” yet “You refuse to be 
swept off your feet unless gen¬ 
uineness and integrity can be ab¬ 
solutely ascertained.” 

Yeah, that would be me - and 
it would be the subject of a recent 
on-line discussion about how 
chronic singleness is not a bad 


thing if it’s the result of maintain¬ 
ing one’s standards instead of 
lowering them (as in, “If all else 
fails...”). Someone noted it also 
beats the trap of wondering if 
there’s something wrong with you 
because losers all about you are 
coupled up but you’re not.

Speaking of conformity, I be¬ 
lieve I was on the verge of going 
off last week on how anyone 
could consider Senator Joe Mc¬ 
Carthy, after whom “McCarthy- 
ism” was named, a patriot and 
hero. As you know, I’m no fan 
of communism. Tyranny is 
inherent to communism, be¬ 
cause it believes the indi¬ 
vidual exists not for herself 
but for the state, that the 
state owns her cre¬ 
ativity and produc¬ 
tivity. Since I hate 
tyranny and the

force and in¬ 
timidation, I 

consider the period of time when 
McCarthy had this entire nation 
by the short and curlies one of the 
low points of American history. I 
think it safe to say that anyone 
with the proverbial IQ above 
room temperature would agree 
with that assessment. 

McCarthy achieved his ob¬ 
scene hold over the country 
through congressional hearings 
whose victims were asked, “Are 
you now or have you ever been a 
member of the Communist 
Party?”

Nonetheless, there was a con¬ 
gressional committee dedicated to 
rooting out any apostasy from the 
national faith of rabid anti-com¬ 
munism, the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities, 
or HUAC. Among the “un- 
American” activities 
HUAC was devoted to 
exposing and extirpating, 
especially from government, 
were atheism and homo¬ 
sexuality. In other 
words, gay people in (or 
even out of) govern¬ 
ment were as¬ 
sumed io be 
devious secu¬ 
rity risks, not 
because we 
could be blackmailed, but because 
our homosexuality supposedly in¬ 
clined us to want to sell out our 
country to a communist dictator¬ 
ship. (Why would we do that 
when we could live under perfect¬ 
ly good anti-communist political 
correctness?) 

So someone wants me to cele¬ 
brate Joe McCarthy as a great 
American? I don’t think so, Jack. I 
have a healthy fear and suspicion 
of, and antagonism to, anyone 
who would wreck my reputation 
and livelihood, or take away my 
freedom, for daring to be an indi¬ 
vidual and live my own life (God¬ 
dess knows it’s been tried). I don’t 
care whether they’re communist, 
fascist, religious fundamentalist or 
identity politics fundamentalist - 
I will fight them for my freedom. 
And for yours, for that matter. 

Like the American troop com¬ 
mander in Vietnam who re¬ 
marked, “We had to destroy the 
village to save it,” Joe McCarthy 
was destroying America in the 
name of saving it. As Walt Kelly’s 
comic strip possum Pogo said, 
“We have met the enemy, and he 
is us.” 

You may thus have noticed the 
healthy suspicion practiced in this 
space. Reality checks are your 
friend. ▼

The ins and outs of the 
National Enquirer 

The May 27 edition of the Na¬ 
tional Enquirer features the sensa¬ 
tionalists headline: “The Truth 
About Those Rumors ...Who’s 
Gay, Who’s Not.” The story’s bi¬ 
ased language devalues both the 
process of coming out and the 
pride that comes with being 
openly gay, lesbian, or bisexual. 
According to the tabloid, the story 
“pierces the veil of secrecy to re¬ 
veal which stars are gay, those who 
deny it-and those who’ve been 
branded gay by false whispers.” 
One star is said to be “plagued by 
lesbian rumors,” while another 
actor “fumed” about speculation 
regarding his sexual orientation. 
Meanwhile, the story says that les¬ 
bian singer k.d. lang “admitted 
she was a lesbian in The Advocate” 
that performer Elton John “ad¬ 
mitted he’s strictly gay,” and that 
Greg Louganis “admits he’s bat¬ 
tling AIDS.” 

Regardless of the accuracy of 
the tabloid’s supposed “insider’s 
look” on the gay Who’s Who of 
Hollywood, the underlying as¬ 
sumption of the article is that 
being openly gay, lesbian or bisex¬ 
ual is a shameful thing. None of 
the heterosexuals featured in the 
story have “admitted” or “pro¬ 
claimed” that they are straight, 
and the Enquirer's further use of 
terms like “plagued” and “brand¬ 
ed” when describing speculation 
surrounding the sexual orienta¬ 
tion of these celebrities clearly en¬ 
forces the notion that being gay is 


harmful, destructive to one’s rep¬ 
utation, and potentially humiliat¬ 
ing.

LA Times shows Poppy 
knows worst 

In the May 13 edition of the 
Los Angeles Times , columnist 
Robert Scheer wrote about the 
difficulties that Brian O’Leary 
Bennett, former aide to the viru¬ 
lently anti-gay ex-Congressman 
Bob Dornan, faced when he de¬ 
cided to come out, emphasizing 
Bennett’s strength and integrity. 
The article, entitled “Coming Out 
to ‘Poppy’: Heart, Soul, Reality,” 
imagines the moment when Ben¬ 
nett told Dornan: “Dornan, the 
nation’s premier gay-basher, was 
about to have his belief system 
shattered by the simple truth that 
the gay enemy was an intimate as¬ 
sociate who called him Poppy like 
his own kids did. The congress¬ 
man who had made a career by 
deriding homosexuality as the 
perverse choice of those marked 
by a decadent culture was sud¬ 
denly to discover that he himself 
had been the role model for a gay 
man.” Scheer says, “What Dornan 
cannot accept is that homosexu¬ 
ality is neither an indulgence nor 
the product of perverse and sub¬ 
versive cultural influences led by 
that army of‘lesbian spear-chuck- 
ers’ whom he once derided. As the 
example of Brian Bennett illus¬ 
trates, being homosexual is as 
American as apple pie.” 

Scheer writes that the former 
aide struggled for years with his 
sexual orientation, and quotes 
Bennett, who says that now that 
he has come out, he “hopes that 
Dornan will end his vicious 
stereotyping of gays.” Scheer says 
he doubts that this will happen 
because “unfortunately, hate has a 
purpose and life of its own. I re¬ 
spect Bennett’s courage in coming 
out and his loyalty to an old 
friend and mentor. But the pink 
triangle is only one reminder that 
hate is a killer not easily con¬ 
tained. Poppy, I’m gay. Adolf, I’m 
Jewish.”

Jfe amp Lavender Hill, a new 
documentary about the first 
lyP summer camp for children 
of gay and lesbian parents, will 
have its San Francisco premiere 
next Saturday afternoon, June 7, 
at the New Main Library. 

Both the screening and accom¬ 
panying community celebration 
are free and open to the public. 

Camp Lavender Hill started in 
1994, after several years of plan¬ 
ning, located in northern Califor¬ 
nia’s Sierra mountains. For eight 
days during summer vacation, 
kids at the camp talk about their 
families and have fun, too. It is a 
place where, shrouded in the safe¬ 
ty of nature and the comfort of 
each others’ similar experiences, 
children often candidly express 
their thoughts about having gay 
parents. 

The 28-minute video was 
made during the summer of 1995, 
when 25 children ranging in age 
from 7 to 15 were at camp. It was 
produced By award-winning film¬ 
maker Michael Magnaye and for¬ 
mer National Public Radio editor 
and filmmaker Tom Shepard, who 
say it is due for broadcast, festival 
screenings, and distribution to 
schools and libraries. 

Through the film’s profiles of 
campers, viewers get to know how 
these children were conceived or 
adopted, how they are being 
raised, and how they are similar to 
or different from children raised 
in more traditional families. 

The kids also discuss their own 
experiences with homophobia 
and the difficult choices they

make regarding how “out” to be 
among their peers. Ultimately, the 
documentary affirms the notion 
of family, in whatever shape it 
takes, the producers said. 

“The idds, although acutely 
aware of prejudice against their 
families, are joyful, funny, and 
spontaneous,” Shepard and Mag¬ 
naye stated. “They are extraordi¬ 
narily articulate when discussing is¬ 
sues such as ‘coming out,’ gay pride, 
and homophobic name-calling. 

“Their testimonies are a much- 
needed resource in the ongoing 
discussion of gay marriage, adop¬ 
tion, and alternative families.” 

Two moms...and a donor

Magnaye and Shepard wrote, 
some of the campers who are 


quoted reveal that they may have 
had to grow up faster than their 
peers. “Of course two moms can 
have a baby,” said Maraya, aged 7, 
from San Francisco. “All they need 
is a donor.”

The route has been determined, 
and she knows the clues that will 
take participants around the is¬ 
land to enjoy some of the fabu¬ 
lous views of San Francisco, the 
Bay Bridge, and the bay. The route 
also includes drives past some of 
Alameda’s old Victorian homes 
along tree-lined streets. 

Christine Allen, OOTI execu¬ 
tive board member, told the 
B.A.R. that the rally route has 
been tested; she and her partner 
Ann Brown took a dry run of the 
course. “It was lots of fun, and 
took about two hours.” 

The picnic takes place after the 
rally at Leydecker Park on Bay 
Farm Island in Alameda. Bay 
Farm is the part of Alameda that’s 
not actually an island; the city 
shares the land with Oakland In¬ 
ternational Airport 

Registration for the rally is $12 
per vehicle; there’s a maximum of 
three persons per vehicle. Cars, 
trucks, vans, bicycles, motorcy¬ 
cles, skaters, and other wheeled 
forms of transportation are wel¬ 
comed, though Thruston wants 
people to be aware the rally en¬ 
compasses the entire island. Reg¬ 
istration includes admission to 
the picnic afterwards. 

Car rally registration includes an 
envelope with a playing card, which 
will be supplemented along the way 
with additional cards to form a po¬ 
tentially winning “poker hand.”

People are asked to 
bring a potluck salad or dessert, 
said Thruston. 

According to Allen, Alameda 
Mayor Ralph Appezzato is expect¬ 
ed be at the picnic for a while, 
continuing the outreach to 
Alameda’s lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity that he’s been doing for 
over a year now. 

OOTI members invited the 
mayor to their. May 12 member¬ 
ship meeting; Allen said that 
Appezzato was engaging and dis¬ 
cussed a number of issues facing 
the city. He also encouraged gay 
and lesbian citizens to apply for 
positions on city boards and com¬ 
missions, Allen said. 

OOTI is also expected to re¬ 
quest a resolution from the city 
recognizing gay pride month. The 
issue was hotly debated and re¬ 
jected two years ago, sparking 
controversy in the city as well as 
making national headlines. Last 
year the group was victorious, and 
Appezzato took the initiative in 
getting the proclamation passed. 

This Sunday, though, the poli¬ 
tics will be placed on the back of 
the barbecue so that the island 
city’s queers can kick off gay pride 
month and enjoy the sights of 
their city, too. T

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Finally, roomy new digs 
for East Bay AIDS Clinic 

Ribbon-cutting held in San Leandro

T he cramped AIDS Clinic at 
Fairmont Hospital in San 
Leandro moved to much 
roomier digs Friday, May 23; ACT 
UP/East Bay representatives were 
on hand for the ceremonial rib¬ 
bon-cutting and festivities, glad 
that Alameda County health offi¬ 
cials relocated the clinic ahead of 
their own bureaucratic schedule. 

The clinic, formally known as 
the Adult Immunology Clinic, 
now occupies the second floor of 
Building C at Fairmont Hospital. 
Previously, it had been crammed 
with both the womens and pre¬ 
natal clinics on the building’s 
ground floor. The 12-year-old 
AIDS treatment facility serves just 
over 300 East Bay residents who 
are living with HIV/AIDS. Estab¬ 
lished in 1984, it is one of the old¬ 
est clinics treating people with 
HIV/AIDS in the county. 

In December 1995, county of¬ 
ficials first promised to move the 
clinic. “It’s been a long time com¬ 
ing,” ACT UP/East Bay’s John 
Iversen said. 

“Do you believe all this space?” 
he asked as he entered a large, 
comfortable patient waiting area. 

The old clinic lacked such 
space; AIDS patients often sat in a 
single crowded waiting area with 
sick women and children, who 
were being treated on the same 
ground floor. 

Mismatched and proud 

On Valentine’s Day, about 75 
people showed up to protest the 
county’s delays. Hospital CEO 
Mike Smart was noticeably absent 
then; he was there briefly last Fri¬ 
day, as Alameda County Supervi¬ 
sor Gail Steele cut the ribbon. 

In February, Iversen vowed 
he’d be back June 2, either to cel¬ 
ebrate the move of to demon¬ 
strate. He was there just over a 
week early. 

Nursing supervisor Raygenia 
Stewart-Budd said the new clinic 
space will help significantly in the 
staff’s ability to provide care to 
the patients. “We get about 200 
visits a month,” she noted. 

Stewart-Budd said the larger 
space means the AIDS Clinic will 
be able to provide services five days 
a week. Previously, staff had to find 
available space in other hospital

buildings two days a week. The in¬ 
creased hours of operation are im¬ 
portant, she explained, because 
many individuals who live in 
southern Alameda County cities 
are somewhat afraid to access 
HIV/AIDS services or treatment. 

Another registered nurse, 
Barry Ress, said clinic staff wrote a 
letter to Smart in February out¬ 
lining their concerns with the sit¬ 
uation. “Concerns about airborne 
diseases such as TB [tuberculosis] 
mandate that we have available 
private rooms,” the memo stated. 

Iversen said that clinic staff 
went out and scrounged up sur¬ 
plus furniture from Oak Knoll 
Naval Hospital and other locales, 
and also spent their time painting 
and doing other minor remodel¬ 
ing work. The waiting room fur¬ 
niture doesn’t match, but that’s 
fine with Stewart-Budd. “We’re 
proud of the fact that the furni¬ 
ture doesn’t match.” 

The waiting area alone is three 
times the size of the old clinic. It 
features several tables, chairs, do¬ 
nated books, a donated piano, and 
windows, giving it a less claustro¬ 
phobic feeling. 

“And we’re not sharing it with 
anyone,” added Stewart-Budd. 

Iversen said he received strong 
support from a broad coalition of 
organizations in getting county 
health administrators to move the 
AIDS Clinic. Political leaders from 
San Leandro, Union City, Hay¬ 
ward, Oakland, and Berkeley; De¬ 
mocratic clubs; religious leaders;

he Harvey Milk Lesbian/ 

Gay/Bisexual Democratic 
® Club celebrated its twenti¬ 
eth anniversary May 22 with a 
party and awards ceremony. The 
event also marked the birthday of 
Harvey Milk, who would have 
been 67 years old. In addition to 
club members and members of 
supporting organizations, several 
San Francisco politicians, includ¬ 
ing Mayor Willie Brown and Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Terence Hallinan, 
were in attendance. 

Milk Club president Jeff Shee- 
hy noted that the club is “one of 
the few independent, progressive 
organizations left in the city,” and 
spoke of the club’s current efforts 
against gay domestic violence and 
in favor of expanded domestic 
partner benefits. He recognized 
members of the Visiting Nurses 
Hospice, who are facing a fierce 
unionization struggle, and 
dancers at the Lusty Lady, who re¬ 
cently completed successful union 
contract negotiations. 

The Harry Britt Lifetime 
Achievement Award was present¬ 
ed by Roberta Achtenberg to film¬ 
maker Rob Epstein, director of 
such films as The Times of Harvey 
Milk, Common Threads: Stories 
from the Quilt, and The Celluloid 
Closet. Sheehy presented the Spir¬ 
it of Harvey Milk Award to 
Cannabis Club founder Dennis 
Peron. Peron called Milk his 


“mentor,” from whom he “learned 
a lot about the politics of inclu¬ 
sion and the politics of love.” 

The Harvey Milk Community 
Service Awards were presented to 
Janice Mirikitani and the Rev¬ 
erend Cecil Williams, both of 
Glide Memorial United 
Methodist Church. According to 
presenter Reverend Jim Mitulski, 
Williams “brought the principles 
of African-American liberation to 
the gay liberation movement.” 
Glide Memorial Church sponsors 
a wide variety of programs, in¬ 
cluding those for at-risk youth, 
substance users, the homeless, 
and people with HIV/AIDS. 
Emcee Danny Williams told how, 


after undergoing aversion therapy 
as a youth in an attempt to cure 
his homosexuality, he ended up 
on the streets of San Francisco, 
and is “alive today because Glide 
opened its doors.” 

The Bill Kraus award, named 
for an early president of the Milk 
Club, was presented by Cleve 
Jones to SF Examiner columnist 
Lisa Krieger, who writes the week¬ 
ly Aidsweek column. Finally, the 
Volunteer of the Year award went 
to Milk Club member Philip Bab¬ 
cock. 

The keynote speaker for the 
evening was Jesse Costello-Good, 
a member of the city’s Youth 
Commission and soon to be a 
freshman at Columbia University. 


Noting that while things have 
changed, “they haven’t changed 
that much,” Costello-Good point¬ 
ed out that people in the gay/les¬ 
bian/bisexual community still 
often fail to think about queer 
youth. Because many gay adults 
try to forget their painful child¬ 
hood, they tend to “forget about 
youth when they turn 18 or 21.” 
He promised that “if you invest in 
us, we’ll return that investment 
ten-fold.” 

The evening’s entertainment 
was provided by three former 
backup singers of disco icon 
Sylvester, who performed at the 
same venue in the 1970s when it. 
was a gay disco known as the Tro- 
cadero Transfer. ▼

Hair today, gone 
tomorrow at the Hilton?

S an Francisco’s Hilton Hotel 
had little comment last 
week about gay employee 
Duncan Fox’s claim of discrimi¬ 
nation, after the hotel sent him 
home from work and told him to 
change his hairstyle - or else. Fox 
was the subject of disciplinary 
action May 19 over highlights he 
had added to his light brown 
hair. 

Nor would Hilton spokes¬ 
woman Debbie Larkin confirm 
or deny whether Hilton Execu¬ 
tive Assistant Manager Dawn 
Berry, who ordered Fox to tone 
down his tresses, had highlights 
in her own hair. 

“You’d have to ask her hair¬ 
dresser,” Larkin said. 

Actually, Berry established as 
much during a Thursday, May 22 
meeting with Fox, the Bay Area 
Reporter has learned. 

“She acknowledged that she 
colored her hair. That really galls 
me,” Fox said. 

Fox also maintains that he 
had highlights in his hair when 
the Hilton hired him more than 
two years ago. 

During the May 22 meeting 
Fox met with his immediate su¬ 
pervisor Emanuel Brueh, Berry, 
and Hilton’s Director of Human 
Resources Laurie Foye to clarify 
Hilton’s policy. Fox’s shop stew¬ 
ard Howard Goble was also pre¬ 
sent at the meeting, representing 
Local 2 of the Hotel and Restau¬ 
rant Workers Union. 

“It was like talking to a brick 
wall,” Fox told the B.A.R. He said 
he felt Hilton officials were con¬ 
descending and sarcastic, and 
downplayed lesbian and gay 
community concern over the 
hotel’s action. 

“They pretended they never 
heard of the Bay Area Reporter ,” 
he said. 

Hilton spokeswoman Larkin 


declined to discuss the meeting 
with the B.A.R. Two calls to 
Hilton general manager Holger 
Ganz remain unanswered. 

‘No respect’ 

The Hilton will not change its 
mind, according to a review of a 
memorandum, which was re-is- 
sued only at Fox’s “specific re¬ 
quest” because Foye’s initial 
memorandum misidentified him 
as a bellperson. 

“At this meeting, management 
stated that you would be paid for 
the day you were sent home, 
Monday, May 19, 1997,” the 
memo said. “You have been given 
7-10 days to comply with your 
hotel’s Grooming Standards, 
which are listed on pages 15-22 
of our Employee Handbook. The 
area pertaining to hair, which we 
referred to, is listed in page 19. 
You may continue working dur¬ 
ing this period.” 

The initial memo received by 
Fox said that Hilton hair rules 
forbid “extremes in dying [sic], 
bleaching, or tinting,” and that 
the roots of an employee’s hair 
must match the rest of the hair. 

According to the new memo¬ 
randum, Fox has been given a 
ten-day extension to bring his 
hairstyle into compliance with 
Hilton regulations. But despite 
his request, the hotel declined to 
spell out whether Fox should 
lighten his hair or darken it, but 
referred him to a previous 
memo. He said when he asked 
Foye for a specific, written direc¬ 
tive about what to do with his 
hair, she hung up on him. 

Fox expressed surprise that he 
would be treated with such abuse 
by a Hilton manager - and also 
expressed concern over Foye’s 
parting comment in the second 
memo. 

“You also asked what would 
happen should you decide not to 
comply with our standards. Dis¬ 
ciplinary action may be taken 


should, you so decide,” Foye 
wrote Fox. 

“It’s disappointing that the 
head of human resources at the 
Hilton can act like that and get 
away with that kind of behavior. 
It shows she has absolutely no re¬ 
spect for me whatsoever,” Fox 
said. 

No appearance-ism in SF 

San Francisco Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano also expressed sur¬ 
prise over Foye’s behavior. “It 
sounds like they need a sensitivi¬ 
ty course about the lesbian and 
gay community. And they can’t 
discriminate in San Francisco on 
the basis of appearance,” he told 
the Bay Area Reporter, adding 
that he is available to help medi¬ 
ate the issue. 

Ammiano said that Foye’s re¬ 
sponse to Fox was “discrimina¬ 
tion in the purest form” and re¬ 
flected a “total lack of percep¬ 
tion” about the issue - or grow¬ 
ing community concern over the 
Hilton. 

Fox told the Bay Area Reporter 
that while he appreciates the 
widespread emotional support 
he’s received, he’s a “little un¬ 
comfortable” about being a cause 
celebre. 

“It’s been a week now, and I 
haven’t had a good night’s rest for 
a week,” he said. “I wake up at all 
hours of the night, I’m actually 
exhausted. I have had nightmares. 

“I definitely need a break.” 

Experts say that sleep distur¬ 
bance is part of the cycle of se¬ 
vere post-traumatic stress syn¬ 
drome common to stressful 
workplace situations. 

Fox, who left for a long- 
scheduled vacation on May 27, 
told the Bay Area Reporter that he 
has not yet made a decision 
whether to comply with the dic¬ 
tum when he returns to work on 
June 7. In the meanwhile, Ammi¬ 
ano has tendered his offer to “get 
to the roots of the matter.” ▼

community leaders are expected 
to attend and speak in support of 
the film. Among them are San 
Francisco School District board 
member Dr. Juanita Owens and 
former Clinton administration 
appointee and mom Roberta 
Achtenberg, now a senior vice 
president with the San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce.

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the treatment guidelines” He 
hopes that release of the guide¬ 
lines will not be stalled until after 
the budgetary issues are settled, 
because people’s lives are at stake. 

Clinton’s budget proposes no 
increase in spending for ADAP 
next year. “The administration’s 
proposal is dismal, it’s a joke,” says 
Hopkins. 

He doesn’t like the politics. 
“They [the White House] made a 
determination that we are a 
strong advocacy community that 
can hold its own with the Con¬ 
gress, so they have to expend less 
political chits on our behalf. They 
know that what they don’t do, we 
will do. And we don’t like that, 
Congress doesn’t like that, be¬ 
cause when the budget is in¬ 
creased, the White House takes 
the credit for the increases. That is 
a political calculation the admin¬ 
istration has made.” 

Morin sounded pessimistic 
about increased funding for 
AIDS. Clinton’s priorities, pri¬ 
marily in education, and his dra¬ 
matic downgrading of all public 
health, mean that there is reduced 
flexibility in finding dollars. 

Rose says, “We have learned 
with this White House, they com¬ 
plain about you yelling at them, 
but the only people that get any¬ 
thing are the people that yell at 
them.

E llen McCormick has been 
the civil rights legislative 
advocate (read: lobbyist) 
for LIFE Lobby in Sacramento 
since January, 1995. In that time 
she has racked up a formidable 
set of accomplishments, includ¬ 
ing coordinating increasingly 
large Youth Lobby Days for gay, 
lesbian, bisexual, transgender, 
and concerned straight youth.

gay AIDS programs underfunded

F oundations that provide 
funds to AIDS nonprofits shy 
away from funding HIV pre¬ 
vention services to gay men or eth¬ 
nic minorities, or funding programs 
that target drug-users such as nee¬ 
dle exchange, according to a Univer¬ 
sity of California Center study. 

The survey, which examined 
patterns of funding compared to 
epidemiological trends, was con¬ 
ducted for the University of Califor¬ 
nia by Joshua Schechtel MD, MPH, 
a research fellow at the UCSF Center 
for AIDS Prevention Studies. 

“The survey found that founda¬ 
tions are doing a fairly good job at 
AIDS prevention, but they need to 
try to follow the epidemic,” Schech¬ 
tel told the Bay Area Reporter. 

Private foundations account 
for nearly $35 million in annual 
AIDS-related funding, compared 
to the estimated $11 billion given 
in 1994 to public ‘charities by 
more than 38,000 foundations 
and corporate givers. 

In the study, 432 five-page sur¬ 


veys were mailed to non-govern¬ 
mental funders of HIV/AIDS ser¬ 
vices in 12 states. 

Schechtel analyzed 86 respons¬ 
es from the 113 surveys received. 

According to the survey, the 
average annual budget of the 
groups responding was $ 99.5 
million; a total of 1,115 AIDS-re¬ 
lated grants were given by 86 fun¬ 
ders, with 583 of the grants tar¬ 
geting HIV prevention. 

Of those grants, 84 were 
matching or challenge grants.

Respondents gave an average 
of 13 AIDS-related grants, includ¬ 
ing an average of seven HIV pre¬ 
vention grants, with each HIV 
prevention grant averaging slight¬ 
ly less than $14,000.

INDICATIONS AND USAGE 

Marinol (dronabinol) is indicated for the treatment of: 

1. anorexia associated with weight loss in patients with AIDS; and 

2. nausea and vomiting associated with cancer chemotherapy in patients who have failed to respond adequately 
to conventional antiemetic treatments. 

CONTRAINDICATIONS 

Marinol (dronabinol) is contraindicated in any patient who has a history of hypersensitivity to any cannabinoid or 
sesame oil. 

WARNINGS 

Marinol (dronabinol) is a medication with a potential for abuse. Physicians and pharmacists should use the same 
care in prescribing and accounting for Marinol as they would with morphine or other drugs controlled under 
Schedule II (Cll) of the Controlled Substances Act. Because of the risk of diversion, it is recommended that pre¬ 
scriptions be limited to the amount necessary for the period between clinic visits. 

Patients receiving treatment with Marinol should be specifically warned not to drive, operate machinery, or engage in 
any hazardous activity until it is established that they are able to tolerate the drug and to perform such tasks safely. 
PRECAUTIONS 

General: The risk/benefit ratio of Marinol (dronabinol) use should be carefully evaluated in patients with the following 
medical conditions because of individual variation in response and tolerance to the effects of Marinol. 

Marinol should be used with caution in patients with cardiac disorders because of occasional hypotension, possible 
hypertension, syncope, or tachycardia (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY). 

Marinol should be used with caution in patients with a history of substance abuse, including alcohol abuse or 
dependence, because they may be more prone to abuse Marinol as well. Multiple substance abuse is common and 
marijuana, which contains the same active compound, is a frequently abused substance. 

Marinol should be used with caution and careful psychiatric monitoring in patients with mania, depression, or 
schizophrenia because Marinol may exacerbate these illnesses. 

Marinol should be used with caution in patients receiving concomitant therapy with sedatives, hypnotics or other 
psychoactive drugs because of the potential for additive or synergistic CNS effects. 

Marinol should be used with caution in pregnant patients, nursing mothers, or pediatric patients because it has 
not been studied in these patient populations. 

Marinol should be used with caution for treatment of anorexia and weight loss in elderly patients with AIDS because 
they may be more sensitive to the psychoactive effects and because its use in these patients has not been studied. 
Information for Patients: Patients receiving treatment with Marinol (dronabinol) should be alerted to the potential 
for additive central nervous system depression if Marinol is used concomitantly with alcohol or other CNS depres¬ 
sants such as benzodiazepines and barbiturates. 

Patients receiving treatment with Marinol should be specifically warned not to drive, operate machinery, or engage in 
any hazardous activity until it is established that they are able to tolerate the drug and to perform such taste safely. 
Patients using Marinol should be advised of possible changes in mood and other adverse behavioral effects of the 
drug so as to avoid panic in the event of such manifestations. Patients should remain under the supervision of a 
responsible adult during initial use of Marinol and following dosage adjustments. 

Drug Interactions: In studies involving patients with AIDS and/or cancer, Marinol (dronabinol) has been co-admin- 
istered with a variety of medications (e g., cytotoxic agents, anti-infective agents, sedatives, or opioid analgesics) 
without resulting in any clinically significant drug/drug interactions. Although no drug/drug interactions were discov¬ 
ered during the clinical trials of Marinol, cannabinoids may interact with other medications through both metabolic 
and pharmacodynamic mechanisms. Dronabinol is highly protein bound to plasma proteins, and therefore, might 
displace other protein-bound drugs. Although this displacement has not been confirmed in vivo, practitioners 
should monitor patients for a change in dosage requirements when administering dronabinol to patients receiving 
other highly protein-bound drugs. Published reports of drug/drug interactions involving cannabinoids are sum¬ 
marized in the following table.

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility: Carcinogenicity studies have not been performed with 
dronabinol. Mutagenicity testing of dronabinol was negative in an Ames test. In a long-term study (77 days) in 
rats, oral administration of dronabinol at doses of 30 to 150 mg/m’, equivalent to 0.3 to 1.5 times maximum rec¬ 
ommended human dose (MRHD) of 90 mg/m ! /day in cancer patients or 2 to 10 times MRHD of 15 mg/m’/day in 
AIDS patients, reduced ventral prostate, seminal vesicle and epididymal weights and caused a decrease in seminal 
fluid volume. Decreases in spermatogenesis, number of developing germ cells, and number of Leydig cells in the 
testis were also observed. However, sperm count, mating success and testosterone levels were not affected. The 
significance of these animal findings in humans is not known. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy Category C. Reproduction studies with dronabinol have been performed in mice at 15 to 
450 mg/rtf, equivalent to 0.2 to 5 times maximum recommended human dose (MRHD) of 90 mg/nf/day in cancer 
patients or 1 to 30 times MRHD of 15 mg/m’/day in AIDS patients, and in rats at 74 to 295 mg/m’ (equivalent to 
0.8 to 3 times MRHD of 90 mg/m ! in cancer patients or 5 to 20 times MRHD of 15 mg/m ! /day in AIDS patients). 
These studies have revealed no evidence of teratogenicity due to dronabinol. At these dosages in mice and rats, 
dronabinol decreased maternal weight gain and number of viable pups and increased fetal mortality and early 
resorptions. Such effects were dose dependent and less apparent at lower doses which produced less maternal 
toxicity. There are no adequate and well-controlled studies in pregnant women. Dronabinol should be used only if 
the potential benefit justifies the potential risk to the fetus. 

Nursing Mothers: Use of Marinol is not recommended in nursing mothers since, in addition to the secretion of HIV virus 
in breast milk, dronabinol is concentrated in and secreted in human breast milk and is absorbed by the nursing baby. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

Adverse experiences information summarized in the tables below was derived from well-controlled clinical trials 
conducted in the US and US territories involving 474 patients exposed to Marinol (dronabinol). Studies of AIDS- 
related weight loss included 157 patients receiving dronabinol at a dose of 2.5 mg twice daily and 67 receiving 
placebo. Studies of different durations were combined by considering the first occurrence of events during the first 
28 days. Studies of nausea and vomiting related to cancer chemotherapy included 317 patients receiving dron¬ 
abinol and 68 receiving placebo. 


A cannabinoid dose-related “high" (easy laughing, elation and heightened awareness) has been reported by 
patients receiving Marinol in both the antiemetic (24%) and the lower dose appetite stimulant clinical trials (8%) 
(see CLINICAL TRIALS). 

The most frequently reported adverse experiences in patients with AIDS during placebo-controlled clinical trials involved 
the CNS and were reported by 33% of patients receiving Marinol. About 25% of patients reported a minor CNS adverse 
event during the first 2 weeks and about 4% reported such an event each week for the next 6 weeks thereafter. 

PROBABLY CAUSALLY RELATED: Incidence greater than 1%. 

Rates derived from clinical trials in AIDS-related anorexia (N=157) and chemotherapy-related nausea (N=317). 
Rates were generally higher in the anti-emetic use (given in parentheses)._ 

Body as a whole: Asthenia. 

Cardiovascular: Palpitations, tachycardia, vasodilation/facial flush. 

Digestive: Abdominal pain*, nausea’, vomiting*. 

Nervous system: (Amnesia), anxiety/nervousness, (ataxia), confusion, depersonalization, dizziness*, euphoria*, 
(hallucination), paranoid reaction*, somnolence*, thinking abnormal*._ 

■Incidence of events 3% to 10% 

PROBABLY CAUSALLY RELATED: Incidence less than 1%. 

Event rates derived from clinical trials in AIDS-related anorexia (N=157) and chemotherapy-related nausea (N=317). 

Cardiovascular: Conjunctivitis*, hypotension*. 

Digestive: Diarrhea - , fecal incontinence. 

Musculoskeletal: Myalgias. 

Nervous system: Depression, nightmares, speech difficulties, tinnitus. 

Skin and Appendages: Flushing*. 

Special senses: Vision difficulties._ 

■Incidence of events 0.3% to 1%. 

CAUSAL RELATIONSHIP UNKNOWN: Incidence less than 1%. 

The clinical significance of the association of these events with Marinol treatment is unknown, but they are reported 
as alerting information for the clinician._ 

Body as a whole: Chills, headache, malaise. 

Digestive: Anorexia, hepatic enzyme elevation. 

Respiratory: Cough, rhinitis, sinusitis. 

Skin and Appendages: Sweating. 


DRUG ABUSE AND DEPENDENCE 

Marinol (dronabinol) is one of the psychoactive compounds present in cannabis, and is abusable and controlled 
Schedule II (Cll) under the Controlled Substances Act. Both psychological and physiological dependence have 
been noted in healthy individuals receiving dronabinol, but addiction is uncommon and has only been seen after 
prolonged high dose administration. 

Chronic abuse of cannabis has been associated with decrements in motivation, cognition, judgement, and per¬ 
ception. The etiology of these impairments is unknown, but may be associated with the complex process of addic¬ 
tion rather than an isolated effect of the drug. No such decrements in psychological, social or neurological status 
have been associated with the administration of Marinol for therapeutic purposes. 

In an open-label study in patients with AIDS who received Marinol for up to five months, no abuse, diversion or 
systematic change in personality or social functioning were observed despite the inclusion of a substantial num¬ 
ber of patients with a past history of drug abuse. 

An abstinence syndrome has been reported after the abrupt discontinuation of dronabinol in volunteers receiving 
dosages of 210 mg/day for 12 to 16 consecutive days. Within 12 hours after discontinuation, these volunteers 
manifested symptoms such as irritability, inscmnia, and restlessness. By approximately 24 hours post-dronabinol 
discontinuation, withdrawal symptoms intensified to include “hot flashes”, sweating, rhinorrhea, loose stools, hic¬ 
coughs and anorexia. 

These withdrawal symptoms gradually dissipated over the next 48 hours. Electroencephalographic changes consis¬ 
tent with the effects of drug withdrawal (hyperexcitation) were recorded in patients after abrupt dechallenge. Patients 
also complained of disturbed sleep for several weeks after discontinuing therapy with high dosages of dronabinol. 

0VER00SAGE 


Signs and symptoms following MILD Marinol (dronabinol) intoxication include drowsiness, euphoria, heightened 
sensory awareness, altered time perception, reddened conjunctiva, dry mouth and tachycardia; following MODER¬ 
ATE intoxication include memory impairment, depersonalization, mood alteration, urinary retention, and reduced 
bowel motility; and following SEVERE intoxication include decreased motor coordination, lethargy, slurred speech, 
and postural hypotension. Apprehensive patients may experience panic reactions and seizures may occur in patients 
with existing seizure disorders. 

The estimated lethal human dose of intravenous dronabinol is 30 mg/kg (2100 mg/70 kg). Significant CNS symptoms 
in antiemetic studies followed oral doses of 0.4 mg/kg (28 mg/70 kg) of Marinol. 

Management A potentially serious oral ingestion, if recent, should be managed with gut decontamination. In 
unconscious patients with a secure airway, instill activated charcoal (30 to 100 g in adults, 1 to 2 g/kg in infants) 
via a nasogastric tube. A saline cathartic or sorbitol may be added to the first dose of activated charcoal. Patients 
experiencing depressive, hallucinatory or psychotic reactions should be placed in a quiet area and offered reas¬ 
surance. Benzodiazepines (5 to 10 mg diazepam po) may be used for treatment of extreme agitation. Hypotension 
usually responds to Trendelenburg position and IV fluids. Pressors are rarely required. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

Appetite stimulation: Initially, 2.5 mg Marinol (dronabinol) should be administered orally twice daily (bid.), before 
lunch and supper. For patients unable to tolerate this 5 mg/day dosage of Marinol, the dosage can be reduced to 
2.5 mg/day, administered as a single dose in the evening or at bedtime. If clinically indicated and in the absence of 
significant adverse effects, the dosage may be gradually increased to a maximum of 20 mg/day Marinol, adminis¬ 
tered in divided oral doses. Caution should be exercised in escalating the dosage of Marinol because of the increased 
frequency of dose-related adverse experiences at higher dosages (see PRECAUTIONS). 

Antiemetic: Marinol is best administered at an initial dose of 5 mg/rtf, given 1 to 3 hours prior to the administration 
of chemotherapy, then every 2 to 4 hours after chemotherapy is given, for a total of 4 to 6 doses/day. Should the 
5 mg/m’ dose prove to be ineffective, and in the absence of significant side effects, the dose may be escalated by 
2.5 mg/nf increments to a maximum of 15 mg/ntf per dose. Caution should be exercised in dose escalation, however, 
as the incidence of disturbing psychiatric symptoms increases significantly at maximum dose (see PRECAUTIONS). 
SAFETY AND HANDLING 

Marinol (dronabinol) should be packaged in a well-closed container and stored in a cool environment between 8‘ and 
15°C (46" and 59*F). Protect from freezing. No particular hazard to health care workers handling the capsules has 
been identified. 

Access to abusable drugs such as Marinol presents an occupational hazard for addiction in the health care indus¬ 
try. Routine procedures for handling controlled substances developed to protect the public may not be adequate 
to protect health care workers. Implementation of more effective accounting procedures and measures to appro¬ 
priately restrict access to drugs of this class may minimize the risk of self-administration by health care providers.

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Schechtel said. “This is especially 
tragic because needle exchange 
programs are denied federal fund¬ 
ing as well; private funding could 
offset lack of government handing 
in this case.” 

Schechtel said that the study 
indicated that AIDS funders 
learned abut HIV and AIDS 
through “several channels.” 

“Unfortunately, national and 
local print media are the most 
commonly used sources of AIDS 
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notoriously reticent to release sta¬ 
tistics, and just as notoriously 
prone to litigation. All financial 
statements are marked “Copy¬ 
right Pallotta 8( Associates, Inc. 
All rights reserved. Not for Dupli¬ 
cation.” In Philadelphia, Pallotta 
and Associates sued PGN, whose 
calls were reportedly not returned 
when it looked into the contro¬ 
versy, demanding a full-page re¬ 
traction on page one; a free ad¬ 
vertisement provided by Pallotta 
and Associates for three consecu¬ 
tive weeks; and the first-class 
postage necessary to contact all 
riders with the producer’s version 
of “the truth regarding the Ride.” 
The newspaper refused and filed 
a countersuit. Eventually Pallotta 
and Associates withdrew the suit. 

Pushed to the limits 

This week, as the riders take off 
for Los Angeles with their rain- 
bow-hued AIDS Ride shirts, they 
will be pushing themselves to 
physical and mental limits; they 
will be putting themselves on the 
line in a hugely visible fight 
against AIDS; but they will not be 
raising as much money for people 
with the disease as they may think. 

According to AIDS Founda¬ 
tion spokesperson Timothy Ro¬ 
drigues, all San Francisco riders 
must pledge a minimum of 
$2,500 to participate, and 25 per¬ 
cent of all pledges (or $625 each, 
minimum) will be used for “rider 
support” like food and the mobile 
medical team that will accompany 
riders. Barker at Pallotta Team- 
Works called those expenses “mo¬ 
bilization support,” and verified 
that a figure of $1.9 million for 
3,000 riders over six nights 
“sounds about right.” 

He acknowledged that the fig¬ 
ure “could be lower - or higher,” 
and said, “Our primary consider¬ 
ation on the road is safety. If all 
we supplied for mobilization sup¬ 
port was water and Power Bars, 
we’d probably have more casual¬ 
ties than the Vietnam War.” 

Like Rodrigues, Barker told 
the Bay Area Reporter the value of 
the ride extended beyond the 
money raised (or delivered to 
beneficiaries): both men said that 
the publicity surrounding the ride 
helps to remind people that the 
AIDS epidemic is not over, and 
that it is a powerful boost to rid¬ 
ers’ self-esteem and feelings of 
well-being. 

Pallotta has become an expert 
at using that theme to promote his 
events around the country, as typ¬ 
ified by the brochure hawking last 
week’s Florida AIDS Ride. “AIDS 
Ride,” it promised prospective cy¬ 
clists, “has an uncanny way of 
restoring your faith in humanity. 
You’ll connect with people, witness 
other heroes struggling through 
their own challenges, and be sup¬ 
ported in a brand new way. It will 
end up giving you evidence that 
people aren’t as bad as the con¬ 
temporary world view often tells 
us. You’ll experience that they’re 
actually pretty magnificent.”

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New College plans 
program for HIV+ 
people to earn BAs 

Director seeks funds for student grants

A couple of years ago, a schol¬ 
arship program at New Col¬ 
lege School of Law enabled 
HIV-positive people who had not 
finished law school to complete 
the program and earn degrees. 
Now, one of the men who bene¬ 
fited from that program has start¬ 
ed raising money for the college 
to expand on that concept by pro¬ 
viding grants to people with 
HIV/AIDS so that they can re¬ 
enter college and earn a bachelor 
of arts degree. 

The Millennium Project, as it’s 
called, has already raised $40,000, 
part of it from BWB Charitable 
Trust, said director Bill Hershon, 
J.D. Other funding sources are 
also being explored, and Hershon 
has met with several local politi¬ 
cal leaders and foundations. 

The bachelor of arts comple¬ 
tion program is an upper division 
program designed for adult stu¬ 
dents with prior college experi¬ 
ence. Students may enter with 45 
to 90 units of transferable credits. 
They will remain with the same 
cohort of students throughout 
their year of study. 

Hershon is working in collabo¬ 
ration with New College, Bay Pos¬ 
itives, and Positive Resources on 
the project, which expects to pro¬ 
vide grants to as many as 20 stu¬ 
dents starting this fall. 

New College is also committed 
to offering the grants to people 
from all backgrounds, including 
women and people of color, Her¬ 
shon explained. The college has a 
long tradition of empowerment 
and social justice and is proud of 
its highly diverse community of 
students and faculty. 

“This is about empowering the 
community,” Hershon said. “I 
hope the effect will reach far be¬ 
yond the recipients of this educa¬ 
tion and scholarship to send the 
message that there is life beyond 
HIV, and we at New College will 
attempt to bring these dreams 
closer to reality.” 

Since protease inhibitors came 
on the scene just over a year ago, 
the medical condition of many 
people with HIV/AIDS has im¬ 
proved. Some of those people, like 
Hershon, dropped out of college 
after learning of their diagnosis 
and now find themselves physi¬ 
cally better and may want the op¬ 
portunity to finish college. 

One weekend a month 

The unique thing about the 
Millennium Project is that classes 
will be held one weekend a month 
over the course of a year. That 
flexibility will allow those stu¬ 
dents who work during the week 
to keep their jobs. 

The 12-month program will 
be broken up into three semesters. 
The first will focus‘on the AIDS 
epidemic, providing a history of 
the disease. Seminars will include 
public policy, benefits, law, and 
social services. Semester two will 
be the humanities program, an 
examination of the humanities, 
including history, literature, polit¬ 
ical science, and the fine arts. 


The final semester deals with 
re-entry and empowerment, help¬ 
ing students take the next step 
after receiving their degrees. 
Workshops are expected to be 
held focusing on counseling, 
computer skills, interview meth¬ 
ods, job-seeking skills, and re¬ 
sume development. 

During the year, various guest 
lecturers and community leaders 
will speak to the students on rele¬ 
vant issues. Symposiums and 
skill-based workshops will also be 
developed throughout the acade¬ 
mic year. 

Another feature of the Millen¬ 
nium Project is that New College

M assive layoffs of 130 Visiting 
Nurse and Hospice (VNH) 
workers last week led to 16 
arrests during a May 22 protest at 
the offices of Michael Roosevelt, a 
board member of California Pacif¬ 
ic Medical Center (CPMC), which 
is aligned with VNH. 

Union organizers charge that 
the layoffs are in retaliation for an 
organizing drive at the agency, 
and that the staffing reduction 
will have a negative impact on pa¬ 
tient care. 

They also charge that Sutter 
Health, which recently acquired 
CPMC and its various divisions 
including VNH, has deliberately 
held down the patient load as part 
of a strategic effort to “bust the 
union,” according to Margaret 
Johnson, MSN, an infusion thera¬ 
pist who lost her job in the layoffs. 

“They terminated me over the 
phone,” she said. 

The layoffs are the result of re¬ 
duced staffing needs at the home 
health agency, which serves people 
with AIDS and other terminal ill¬ 
ness, a CPMC spokeswoman said. 

“The staffing reduction has 
nothing to do with union issues,” 
according to spokeswoman Sara 
Kelley. “This is about the continued 
delivery of high quality care to pa¬ 
tients. The staff size was too large. 
“We had more staff than pa-

tients,” she said. 

Last year the agency failed a 
federal Medicare review. The staff 
reduction was part of the agency’s 
efforts to be in compliance with 
the federal requirements, Kelley 
said. The layoffs took place one 
week after VNH passed a second 
federal review. 

Johnson said that CPMC was 
very “anti-union,” and wanted to 


keep the VNH census down and 
“keep employees desperate and 
out of work.” 

Before the staff reduction, the 
agency served an estimated 1,200 
people a week. 

The 16 protesters arrested are 
scheduled to appear in Municipal 
Court next month on misde¬ 
meanor civil disobedience 
charges. ▼

information,” he said in the study. 
“Better sources of information are 
available to help funders gauge 
the effectiveness of proposed pro¬ 
grams.” 

According to the survey, eight 
factors have been identified that 
facilitate the effectiveness of HIV 
prevention programs. 

The factors include culturally 
relevant and language appropriate 
services, providing creative re¬ 
wards and enticements for partic¬ 
ipants, flexible programs, pro¬ 


moting the program’s integration 
and acceptance by the communi¬ 
ty, repetition of essential AIDS 
prevention messages, creating fo¬ 
rums for open discussion, and ac¬ 
tively soliciting participant in¬ 
volvement. 

The survey also found that 
funders needed to consider the 
population the program serves, 
and not just the effectiveness of 
the type of prevention program, 
and that HIV Prevention Plan¬ 
ning Councils and local health de¬ 
partments are excellent sources of 
data, including intervention and 
outcome evaluations about pro¬ 
posed programs. T

Gay soldier sues Governor 
Wilson, Cal. National Guard

''' n Tuesday morning in San 
Francisco, attorneys for 
ti Lieutenant Andy Holmes 
filed suit in California’s Supreme 
Court against Governor Pete Wil¬ 
son and National Guard Major 
General Tany Bozeman. Holmes 
fell victim to President Bill Clin¬ 
ton’s “don’t ask, don’t tell” policy in 
December, 1994 and has been wag¬ 
ing a fierce legal battle ever since. 

Attorneys from the San Fran¬ 
cisco law firm Howard Rice Ne- 
merovski Canady Falk and Rabkin 
filed the class action suit on behalf 


of Holmes and other gay and les¬ 
bian members of the military, 
seeking reinstatement and reversal 
of policy. They are also seeking to 
enjoin California from following 
the Federal Government’s “don’t 
ask, don’t tell” policies because it is 
not mandated to do so. 

According to Holmes, by up¬ 
holding federal policy the gover¬ 
nor and Bozeman have violated 
state laws against discrimination 
in employment, and have violated 
the state constitution right of 
equal protection and violation of 
privacy. Holmes said he is seeking 
back pay and payment of legal 
fees and is seeking that the court

demand the state stop dismissing 
gay and lesbian military personnel 
and reinstate those who have been 
discharged in the past. 

Holmes laughed when he was 
asked about the recent stance of 
the military in the case of Lieu¬ 
tenant Kelly Flinn, who was al¬ 
most court martialled for adultery. 

“It’s so hypocritical,” he told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “I’ve been a 
military police officer for most of 
my career, and I have never seen 
or been involved in a court mar¬ 
tial for adultery. I’ve heard of it 
happening but I’ve never seen any 
such enforcement - and adultery 
is absolutely rampant among 
male officers. 

“The whole thing is simply lu¬ 
dicrous. The Uniform Code of 
Military Justice is composed of 
laws and rules dating from the late 
17 and 1800s, and they obviously 
need a change. In addition, the 
military needs to keep its nose out 
of people’s bedrooms and concen¬ 
trate on the defense of the nation. 
That’s what they get the bucks for. 
This selective Peeping Tomism is 
beginning to make them look hys¬ 
terical and ridiculous. It’s affecting 
their credibility.” 

Holmes hopes the State 
Supreme Court will issue an order 
in his case “relatively soon,” he 
told the B.A.R. 

“I just want to have a resolu¬ 
tion, and the state court is under a 
faster time constraint than the 
federal courts,” he said, “so I hope 
we can put this to rest in short 
order.” ▼

Researchers find 
paradoxical new AIDS clue

R esearchers at Cleveland’s 
Case Western Reserve Uni¬ 
versity have found that, 
contrary to expectations, people 
infected with HIV are deficient in 
an immune system protein that 
kills immune cells. 

The paradoxical discovery was 
announced Wednesday, May 28 
by Dr. David Kaplan, associate 
pathology professor and lead au¬ 
thor of the paper that appears in 
the current issue of the Proceed¬ 
ings of the National Academy of 
Sciences. 

CWRU researchers found that 
HIV patients lack Fas ligand, a 
protein that causes T lympho¬ 
cytes to die in a regulated fashion. 

Kaplan said, “Since T lympho¬ 
cyte loss is a hallmark of the in¬ 
fection, most scientists thought 
that Fas ligand would be in¬ 
creased in HIV disease.” 

The researchers also found 
that replacement of the protein 


in cultures significantly decreases 
the amount of virus that infected 
cells produce. And, more impor¬ 
tantly, said Kaplan, the immune 
function of non- infected cells is 
not impaired. 

Kaplan postulates that the 
protein represents an important 
immune mechanism that elimi¬ 
nates cells infected with HIV. 

He said the deficiency of the 
protein may enhance production 
of the virus. 

He also suggested that a ther¬ 
apy based on replacing the activ¬ 
ity of the deficient Fas ligand 
molecule might overcome prob¬ 
lems associated with the virus’s 
capacity to mutate and become 
resistant. 

Kaplan said such therapy 
might decrease viral levels with¬ 
out adversely affecting immune 
function. 

And, since the therapy would 
not be predicated on the inhibi¬ 
tion of a specific viral protein, it 
would be unlikely resistance to 
the treatment would occur. T

Daniel Harris on

D aniel Hards is mystified. He 
keeps on meeting young gay 
men who have never seen 
Bette Davis slink across a room in All 
Abou t Eve or serve a dead bird to Joan 
Crawford in Whatever Happened to 
Baby Jane? For Harris, though, there’s 
more at stake here than mere movies. 
These lacunae in the experience of 
some homosexuals are indicative of 
troubling issues in contemporary gay 
culture. In the not-too-distant past, 
camp played an important role in de¬ 
veloping the gay sensibility homosex¬ 
uals have historically used as a 
weapon against oppression. But 
today, as homosexuals move ever 
closer to the center, this weapon has 
lost its cutting edge. Harris, a 39-year- 
old prize-winning essayist, explores 
this subject at length in The Rise and 
Fall of Gay Culture., a collection of es¬ 
says several years in the making that 
are by turns hilarious and serious, en¬ 
tertaining and alarming. The B.A.R. 
recently spoke with Harris about the 
book from his home in Brooklyn. 

Despite some of the victories and suc¬ 
cesses gay culture has enjoyed in re¬ 
cent years, you paradoxically see it as 
being on the verge of extinction. This 
may be difficult for some people to ac¬ 
cept, given the emergence in the main¬ 
stream of gay characters, Ellen De- 
generes being the latest one. Can you 
talk about why you think gay culture i$ 
on the wane at the very moment most 
people think it is triumphing? 

I think a distinction should be 
made between gay visibility and gay 
culture. We are now at a high point of 
visibility. It’s precisely because of this 
that we are teetering on the verge of 
assimilation into mainstream society. 
People tend to think that because gay 
culture presently seems to be every-

W ith his teen apocalypse trilogy 
— 1994’s Totally F***ed Up , 
1995’s The Doom Generation, 
and the current Nowhere — 
writer/director Gregg Araki has established 
himself as a warped, homofied answer to 
John Hughes. Like Hughes, Araki uses teen 
trauma as comic fodder, but whereas Hugh¬ 
es was ultimately sympathetic to his charac¬ 
ters, Araki is often cruel and mocking. By the 


end of one of his films, you can count on a 
couple of pretty young things to be left 
raped, murdered, or at the very least, 
slumped over a toilet, puking their guts out. 

I wouldn’t have a problem with the hor¬ 
rors experienced by the pretty-in-puke char¬ 
acters in Araki’s movies (he’s merely reflect¬ 
ing the fate of many teens — particularly gay 
ones — in society) if there was some kind of 
comic payoff. But Araki’s black comedies just 


aren’t very funny. The director’s idea of 
humor in Nowhere is to have characters 
spout lines like “Blood is cool” and “Dogs 
eating people is cool,” a kind of third-rate 
Beavis and Butthead-style repartee. The 
main reason Araki’s jokes fall flat is that he 
doesn’t have an ear for teen vernacular. Epi¬ 
thets like “wench” and expressions like “felch 
me” sound more like tired old queen than

over the photographs, which, as a 
consequence, became increasing¬ 
ly self-conscious. 

Before attitude power-chord- 
ed over randy innocence, the 
EMI staff created an unmistak¬ 
able visual lexicon of fresh-faced 
youth entertainment and sha-la- 
ia good cheer. All your favorite 
icons are here, from The Beatles 
photographed in the studio 
recording “Love Me Do” to Diana 
Ross and the Supremes looking 
elegantly shaggable. There’s a 
great shot of Chubby Checker 
demonstrating the Twist with 
verve and gusto while a couple of 
uptight white chicks discover 
they indeed have hips that swivel. 

A smiling Cliff Richard pops 
up several times to prove that not 
all Brits have bad teeth, but he 
looks so smug and perfectly 
coifed that you want to punch 
him. The name Davy Jones and 
the Lower Third might not ring a 
bell, but check out young Davy, 
soon to become David Bowie. 
Liberace makes an appearance, 
greeted at the London Airport by 
an adoring flock of middle-aged 
ladies (if only they knew). 

My favorite photographs are 
of the where-are-they-now? 
artists who never quite got their 
15 minutes of fame. Hordes of 
Beatles wannabes poured out of 
every cold-water flat in London, 
but does anyone remember the 
Singing Blue Jeans, or the Un¬ 
tamed (who look anything but), 
or the Four Sights, who, with 
their matching horn-rim glasses, 
may have ushered in geek rock? 
Carl and the Cheetahs, in faux 
fur suits and slippers, don’t seem 
likely to receive the ubiquitous 
CD box-set reissue, but I would 
like to know more about Made¬ 
line Bell, an intriguingly androg¬ 
ynous, short-haired chanteuse 
photographed in 1963 in full 
leather.

he End of Innocence is the 
hippest visual book of the 
i year, a fab, sexy collection 
of publicity shots culled from the 
files of the trendsetting English 
record company EMI. Taken by 
the label’s staff of photographers, 
these black-and-white snaps re¬ 
call the glory days of swinging 
London, when the era’s great 
music stars and one-hit wonders 
played the media game with re¬ 
freshing naivete.

Throughout the ’50s, ’60s, and 
’70s, EMI did its best to create 
original, eye-catching identities 
for its parade of recording 
celebrities, some of whom were 
talentless but at least looked mod 
and saucy in pin-ups. In the early 
years, artists willfully indulged 
the kitschy whims and stylized 
fancies of EMI photographers, 
whose ridiculous studio props 
and perfectly posed “candid” 
shots appealed to fickle fans who 
were easily lured by flavor-of-the- 
month styles and three-minute 
pop songs. By the late ’60s, how-

Sorrow and satire 


'Diversion and Delights' and 'Freak' 


Chi Rodriguez in To Wong Foo, 
Thanks for Everything, Julie New- 
mar, is a blazingly funny, charis¬ 
matic performer with a body built 
for comedy. He’s funniest when 
hip-hopping, breakdancing, or 
throwing himself across the stage 
of the Theatre On the Square. His 
two previous solo efforts, Spic-O- 
Rama and Mambo Mouth, were of 
the Lily Tomlin/Whoopi Gold¬ 
berg school, relying on character 
and the vagaries of personality. 
This show, subtitled A Semi- 
Demi-Quasi-Pseudo Autobiogra¬ 
phy, is Leguizamo laid bare. Or at 
least it should be.

shows. The writer’s life is being 
examined in Oscar Wilde: Diver¬ 
sions and Delights, and the actor’s 
life is being exposed in the auto¬ 
biographical Freak. Intellect be 
damned, the surprising winner in 
this bout is Leguizamo. 

Credit Ken Ruta with giving it 
the old college try. His perfor¬ 
mance as Oscar Wilde is warm 
and engaging. Too bad the play, a 
creaky 20-year-old vehicle by 
John Gay, does such disservice to 
Wilde himself. 

Gay sets the play in 1899, the 
year before Wilde’s death and two 
years after the writer served a two- 
year prison term for being a ho¬ 
mosexual. The years in Reading 
Gaol took their toll on Wilde. His 
subsequent life outside prison was 
a sad, squalid affair. He was sepa¬ 
rated from his two sons, his wife 
had died, as had his mother. To 
make matters worse, he was suf¬ 
fering from an infection of the 
middle ear caused by an untreat¬ 
ed injury suffered in prison. This 
infection, combined with a case of 
syphilis, brought about his death 
from cerebral meningitis in 1900. 
Exiled from England, Wilde made 
a meager living as a lecturer, often 
in seedy venues like the one this 
play has devised for him. The 
Stage Door Theatre is a dank, 
run-down theater in Paris, com¬ 
plete with rickety, unbalanced 
table and dripping roof. 

Dramatically, this is an inter¬ 
esting time to pick up Wilde’s 
story. Ill, adrift, and still reeling 
from his unconscionable mis¬ 
treatment, Wilde still had some 
fight in him. Ruta and director 
Kevin Jackson succeed admirably 
in evoking Wilde at this late stage. 
To hear Ruta’s booming voice in-

tone lines such as, “Good man¬ 
ners are better than good morals. 
Morals are an attitude we adopt 
toward people we don’t like,” is a 
true pleasure. The problem is the 
drama. Intermittently, Wilde 
cringes from his earache, a pain 
he soothes with absinthe. Gay 
even has the increasingly drunk 
Wilde weeping openly on stage 
when recalling his mother’s wish 
that prison “help” him. In theory, 
this is moving, but it seems all 
wrong for Wilde. Such moments 
clog the flow of the play, which, at 
two hours, is just too long for a 
solo show. 

When Ruta reads excerpts 
from Wilde’s work or speaks mov¬ 
ingly about “the cruelty that is stu¬ 
pidity,” the show is a fitting tribute 


to a literary figure of staggering in¬ 
telligence and passion. The bal¬ 
ance of Oscar Wilde: Diversions 
and Delights is a feeble attempt to 
force drama from a story that 
shouldn’t need any coaxing at all. 

Physical comedy 

John Leguizamo’s story, on the 
other hand, needs a lot of coaxing, 
but when this storyteller’s good, he 
brings out all the frenetic joy of a 
one-man show. Freak is going to be 
a terrific show when it grows up. 
With a little more time and work, 
the show will be a wonderful 
showcase for the actor as well as an 
engagingly hilarious take on the 
Latino experience in this country. 

Leguizamo, a movie actor best 
known for his drag turn as Chi-

Colman Domingo and Afrobluesoul power's maiden voyage

F eeling not quite part of the 
gay community and not 
quite part of the African 
American community, Colman 
Domingo did what any enterpris¬ 
ing 27-year-old actor would do: 
he created his own theater com¬ 
pany. Three months ago, Domin¬ 
go and five friends formed Afrob- 
luesoulpower, a company dedicat¬ 
ed to exploring lesbian and gay is¬ 
sues from the vantage point of 
African American playwrights, 
poets, artists, and actors. The 
company is currently in rehearsal 
for its inaugural production, 
which is more a workshop than 
finished product and one the 
group hopes will move from the 
basement of Theatre Rhinoceros 
to the mainstage next year. The 
show is called Up Jumped Spring¬ 
time, a collection of material 
Domingo adapted from the an¬ 
thology Brother to Brother: Writ¬ 
ings by Gay Black Men edited by 
Essex Hemphill and Joseph Beam. 
The two-act show, featuring 
Domingo and fellow company 
members Da’mon Vann and Brian 
Yates, incorporates essays, poems, 
music, and stories turned into 
plays about coming out and com¬ 
ing to terms with being both black 
and gay. 

Over dinner one night last 
week at a 16th Street cafe, Domin¬ 
go reflected on his newly formed 
company, of which he is artistic 
director. “I was interested in doing 
fresh, virgin work, work that isn’t 
necessarily mainstage stuff,” 
Domingo said. “I’m interested in 
the kind of theater that very often 
scares subscribers away. Stories 
about young, gay African Ameri¬ 
can men are hardly ever heard. I 
want to get those stories out 
there.” 

Encouraged by his best friend, 
fellow actor and leader of his own 
troupe, Sean San Jose Blackman, 
Domingo set out to fuse his three 
worlds: the gay, African American, 
and theater communities. The 
company’s name, Domingo ex¬ 
plained, is like a flag, each part 
representing one aspect of their 
mission. “The Afro part,” Domin¬ 
go said, “is obviously the African 
American part. That’s who we are. 
Afro Blue’ is the name of a John 
Coltrane song I like, and the soul 
power part signifies that we want 


to be more than just a company. 
We want to be a movement in the 
theater.” 

Domingo observed that there 
are several African American the¬ 
ater companies in the Bay Area, 
but they are not able to cover 
every niche. “The Lorraine Hans- 
berry Theater does The Color Pur- 
ple-e sque thing and the Oakland 
Ensemble Theater does their 
thing,” he said. “But where is my 
voice, the voice of a gay black 
man?” 

The stories Domingo has cho¬ 
sen for Up Jumped Springtime are 
specifically about the African 
American experience, but also, he 
hopes, universal as well. Issues of 
family acceptance and rejection, 
getting a first same-sex kiss, a fa¬ 
ther catching a son in drag, and 
identifying with icons such as Bil¬ 
lie Holiday and Gladys Knight are 
all explored in the show, which is 
being directed by Afroblue- 
soulpower company member 
Maurice Lee. 

Creating opportunity 

Domingo has been acting pro¬ 
fessionally for seven years. He 
grew up in a working-class family 
in Philadelphia, studied journal¬ 
ism at Temple University, and 
then acting at the Walnut Street 
Theatre School. His brother was 
the athlete and his sister the 
tomboy. Domingo studied classi¬ 
cal violin and the clarinet. Such 
habits stood out in what Domin¬ 
go calls an “R&B soul family.” 

Doing a show about coming 
out, Domingo said, brings back 
many memories of his own emer¬ 
gence from the closet. Though it 
was difficult for him, his coming 
out was met with love and sup¬ 
port from his family. “My own ex¬ 
perience was very different from 
those the characters in this show 
experience,” Domingo said. “But I 
see some of myself in all of them. 
With the perspective of age, I can 
look back to school and to those 
kids who stood out. I remember 
one boy who always wore a scarf 
and carried a purse. He was so 
brave! He wasn’t afraid to be who 
he was. That’s what it’s all about.” 

Since he moved to San Fran¬ 
cisco, Domingo has become 
something of a staple at Theatre 
Rhino, where he has performed in 
Twelfth Night, The Desk Set, and 
Out of the Inkwell. Last year he ap¬ 
peared in the San Francisco re-

with each other. Over the course 
of an hour and 45 minutes, we get 
a drunken grandmother, cousins 
Speedy and Boulevard, assorted 
neighborhood kids, Uncle Sammy 
(whom Leguizamo calls the 
“triple threat” because he was gay, 
deaf, and Latin), Italian Guidos, 
Irish Micks, and Boo Sanchez, the 
first serious girlfriend. The indi¬ 
vidual set pieces are strong. Once 
Leguizamo gets started on a story, 
he’s fine. It’s the transitions that 
are the problem, because there are 
no transitions. 

But even when he fumbles, 
Leguizamo is funny. He and di¬ 
rector David Bar Katz are still 
struggling to catch the rhythm 
and the pacing, but there’s a show 
here. The through-line is 
Leguizamo’s embattled relation¬ 
ship with his abusive, hard-drink¬ 
ing father. Freak concludes with 
Leguizamo beginning a career in 


acting, but the narrative side- 
trips he takes getting there are a 
little too inconsistent to deliver a 
final dramatic punch. 

Among the show’s highlights 
are the story of 17-year-old John’s 
deflowering at the hands of his fa¬ 
ther’s mistress, a “cook” at the 
local Kentucky Fried Chicken; 
and Leguizamo’s attempt to pass 
himself off as an Irishman on St. 
Patrick’s Day in a predominantly 
Irish neighborhood. And 
Leguizamo’s acting class exercise 
— Jerry Lewis as Stanley Kowals¬ 
ki — is inspired. Freak is a story 
worth being told, and Leguizamo, 
both in and out of his stride, is a 
performer worth watching. ▼

vival of The Boys in the Band and 
crossed over to the big time with a 
featured role in the Berkeley 
Repertory Theatre extravaganza 
Journey to the West. In between 
acting gigs (he can currently be 
spotted in commercials for Sears 
and California Lotto) and the 
running of his company, Domin¬ 
go waits tables at Zuni. 

“I’ve been told many times 
that I shouldn’t continue to do 
gay theater because I won’t be able 
to work in bigger, more main¬ 
stream theaters,” Domingo said. 
“But I just don’t get that. I like to 
play myself or at least parts of my 
community, and why shouldn’t I? 
I’m going to keep doing stuff I be¬ 
lieve in.” 

Like any evolving artist, 
Domingo has created opportuni¬ 
ties for himself and his peers 
through the creation of their 
company. “Being an African 
American man, I feel like I’m on 
the outskirts of the gay commu¬ 
nity,” Domingo said. “You know, 
the black boys are either at the all¬ 
black bar or hanging out with 
only white boys. I don’t fit in with 
either group. I’m a gypsy. I’m with 
the people I’m drawn to. But this 
company, this show, they help me 
find my place and allow me to 
give something back. I’m doin’ my 
share of the work.” ▼

Peter Greenaway: man of mystery

So you're saying any artist given 
those two givens would have made 
the same film? 


Not at all, but I made the film and 
you’ve seen movies of mine be¬ 
fore, and you know my systems. 


So there's no point in my going to 
see a Peter Greenaway film be¬ 
cause I know already how it's 
going to end? 


B ritish cineaste Peter Green¬ 
away has just put his signa¬ 
ture to his ninth feature 
film, The Pillow Book. This sump¬ 
tuous homage to the thousand- 
year-old Japanese text of the same 
name by court lady Sei Shonagon 
features state-of-the-computer 
multiple screens and a whopping 
dose of homoeroticism. 

Recently in town for the Inter¬ 
national Film Festival, the erudite 
and loquacious auteur graciously 
met with the Bay Area Reporter to 
both elucidate and obscure his 
working process. A frequent critic 
of text, Greenaway is one of its 
most overweening practitioners, 
capable of stunning the listener 
with a barrage of cultural foot¬ 
notes and multisyllabic verbiage. 
Getting him to answer a simple 
question is not so easy. 

What Greenaway won’t an¬ 
swer, however, can be looked for 
in the “text” of his films. The first 
eight features — The Falls (1980), 
The Draughtsman's Contract 
(1982), A Zed and Two Naughts 
(1985), The Belly of an Architect 
(1987), Drowning by Numbers 
(1988), The Cook, the Thief, His 
Wife and Her Lover (1989), Pros- 
pero’s Books (1991), and The Baby 
of Macon (1993) — plus some 
early experimental shorts, can be 
sampled during the Castro’s 
three-week retrospective, which 
begins Friday and culminates 
with The Pillow Book. 

Dressed all in black, Green¬ 
away, 55, exudes the surface 
charm of the bourgeoisie. For all 
the purported daring of his films, 
in person this arthouse darling 
clings to a wildly anachronistic

notion of an Englishman. Movies 
he pronounces “sin-eh-MAW.” 
And there’s an underlying tension 
to his “charm” that threatens at 
any moment to swing into what 
The New Yorker’s Terrence Raffer¬ 
ty has described as “intellectual 
intimidation.” 

Erin Blackwell: I was trying to 
think of a question you haven't al¬ 
ready been asked. 

Peter Greenaway: Why struggle? I 
can always invent a different an¬ 
swer. Let me ask you a question. 
Did you enjoy The Pillow Book 7 . 


And I suppose, for me, [there 
is] the excitement of reworking 
the Madame Butterfly syndrome: 
predatory male comes across pas¬ 
sive Eastern female. We subvert all 
that, because we start off with the 
female being the paper, but she 
ends up as the pen! As my family’s 
friends would say, I’ve finally 
come of age, because most of my 
movies arrange things so that the 
women had the babies and the 
men ma,de the art. But now the 
woman is allowed to have a baby 
and do the art. 

Why? 


There’s a reason for going to see a 
Peter Greenaway film, but not 
necessarily for the end. My movies 
are not about what happens but 
how it happens. Most of my sto¬ 
ries are given away in the pro¬ 
logue. You take The Cook, it’s all 
over in terms of strategy right in 
the very beginning. The Draughts¬ 
man’s Contract is all over by the 
time the titles happen. 

I’m not interested in narrative 
in the cinema. Cinema’s a very 
poor narrative medium. If you 
want to tell stories, be a writer, like 
you, don’t be a filmmaker, like me. 
I think cinema should be allowed 
to get on with more interesting 
things. Just as melody’s been 
taken away from music, figura¬ 
tion’s been taken away from 
painting, now’s the time to get 
narration out of the closet of cin¬ 
ema. 


bogged down in the middle. I lost 
interest, and I was sort of an¬ 
noyed. I was ready to walk out, 
but I'm glad I didn't because I 
loved the end. I'm glad you went 
all the way. 

The Cook, the Thief, His Wife and 
Her Lover has the same overall no¬ 
tion of pursuing a metaphor until 
you’re right up against the wall 
and then turning that metaphor 
into reality. That was basically the 
strategy, though the subject there 
was cannibalism. 

Here it’s to do with notions of 
the body as a book and the book 
as a body, all our end-of-the-20th 
century anxieties about uses of 
the text. So the denouement is in¬ 
evitable. Especially given the film’s 
syllogistic beginnings, which have 
to do with two Freudian no¬ 
tions—we are what we read, and 
the predication that in the begin¬ 
ning was the word. 


Not even my deeply, deeply, 
deeply artificial cinema? Which is 
predicated on notions of coinci¬ 
dence and deliberate structures 
that come very much from the 
form as much as from the con¬ 
tent? 

I don't believe in "artifice." 

If you don’t believe in artifice, I 
don’t believe in reality. Certainly 
not in art. 

Touchee. But at some point, you 
do choose. Artifice, okay, but not 
arbitrariness. 

Artifice is predicated very much 
upon fixed notions of a certain 
course of events. It’s inevitable 
when we started a movie like this, 
considering the perameters I 
would work under, that certainly 
the metaphor should become re¬ 
ality. But also there should be a 
followthrough of the two predica¬ 
tions that begin this: we are what 
we read and notions of the text on 
the body.

Greenawa/s bloody'Baby of Macon '

P eter Greenaway’s lurid 
baroque excesses — violent 
sex, death by dismember¬ 
ment, body fluids, keening sopra¬ 
nos, monochromatic color 
schemes, and hatred of middle- 
class hypocrisy— so saturate The 
Baby of Macon that it is no won¬ 
der this discomfiting 1993 film 
has never found a major U.S. dis¬ 
tributor. It screened at the Roxie 
last March, and its one-day ap¬ 
pearance at the Castro Theatre 
June 5 as part of a Greenaway ret¬ 
rospective may be your only 
chance to see it on a big screen. 

Like most Greenaway films, 
that’s how it must be seen. A fable, 
or maybe a hallucination, The 
Baby of Macon is one of Green¬ 
away’s most painterly films, and 
that says a lot for a director who 
is essentially a painter first. Green¬ 
away takes flack for his visual ex¬ 
cesses, but this scabrous morality 
tale could not be told any other 
way. The Baby of Macon's bold 


equation of sexual and spiritual 
decay with the institutions that 
are supposed to hold them in 
check — power-hungry rulers, a 
greedy church, a fickle democrat¬ 
ic mob with its need for easily-as¬ 
similated icons — makes this 
movie as pertinent and hard to 
take as Greenaway’s The Cook, the 
Thief, His Wife, and Her Lover, 
which The Baby of Macon superfi¬ 
cially resembles. 

The setting is a cathedral in 
Macon (France) in the 17th cen¬ 
tury. A theatrical troupe presents 
an allegory before a rowdy audi¬ 
ence of townsfolk, clerics, and 
aristos that includes the sybaritic, 
sadistic Cosimo de Medici III. As 
the play begins, a “miracle” child 
is born to a middle-aged woman 
whom the mob decides will save 
their community from famine 
and barrenness. The baby’s sister 
(a pr e-Sabrina Julia Ormond) 
craftily exploits the child’s celebri¬ 
ty by pretending to be its virgin 
mother. 

She attracts an arrogant young 
cleric (pr e-Schindler’s List Ralph 


Fiennes), and their “love scene” in 
the church basement leads to a 
bloody denouement. (For pruri¬ 
ent interests, there is full-frontal 
nudity, but Fiennes is a pip¬ 
squeak compared to Scotsman 
Ewan McGregor, who bares his 
considerable all in Greenaway’s 
The Pillow Book, an equally beau¬ 
tiful but more mainstream film.) 
The mob, manipulated by church 
and state, turns on the baby and 
its pretend-mother. Tragedy en¬ 
sues and Ormond is condemned 
by Cosimo to be raped to death by 
217 mercenary soldiers.

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Don’t be slave to narrative. I think 
the introduction of narrative into 
cinema is as heinous as the intro¬ 
duction of virgin birth into 
Roman Catholicism.

traordinary theorists in the 1910s 
and ’20s who prophesized an ex¬ 
traordinarily exciting future, and 
it hasn’t happened. Now it’s too 
late.

Where? 

They’ve gone to video, to post¬ 
television technologies, to CD- 
ROMs, and they’re now moving 
into the Internet. [The American 
video artist] Bill Viola is worth 25 
Scorseses. 

Is that where you're trying to take 
cinema? 

Well, a lot of French intellectuals, 
in a derogatory way, accuse The 
Pillow Book of being a CD-ROM.

where, on every talk show and 
every sitcom, that it is thriving. In 
fact, in my book I argue that gay 
culture, the things that really dis¬ 
tinguish us from other minority 
cultures — our aestheticism, our 
cultivation of the arts, our sense 
of humor — were formulated in 
an atmosphere of oppression. 
They were political responses to 
being excluded, humiliated, and 
marginalized. Our aestheticism, 
our love of the arts, of everything 
from Broadway show tunes to in¬ 
terior decoration, was a way of re¬ 
belling against our status as moral 
outcasts. If our society was going 
to ostracize us as immoral citizens 
and condemn us as outlaws and 
heretics, we created a different 
kind of respectability for our¬ 
selves. We turned ourselves into 
our society’s art leaders, its taste- 
makers and connoisseurs. In 
other words, we were aesthetes by 
need, not by nature. Once the 
conditions of marginalization 
have been eliminated and Ellen 
gets on Prime Time, the oppres¬ 
sion that created our distinctive 
ethnic characteristic will be elim¬ 
inated. There will be no need to 
assert our superiority as aesthetes. 
When there is no more need to re¬ 
taliate we are going to become ex¬ 
actly like the philistines we once 
patronized with our conspicuous 
displays of tastefulness. So the fact 


that we have achieved a high de¬ 
gree of visibility does not mean 
that gay culture is flourishing. 
Homosexuals are on the verge of 
assimilation, and that assimilation 
will ultimately result in the oblit¬ 
eration of gay culture. 

But doesn't that depend on the 
premise that all oppression will 
eventually disappear? Can you re¬ 
ally count on that? 

That would be a little premature 
considering that the Southern 
Baptist Convention just issued a 


statement calling me a “Godless 
author,” which, of course, I am. 
However, I think that over a peri¬ 
od of generations we are going to 
see the elimination of oppression. 

So we shouldn't be worried about 
the camp sensibility disappearing 
overnight? 


Camp is not going to disappear 
overnight, but I would say that it 
has already been profoundly 
eroded. I mean, how many people 
under 40 have even seen Mildred 
Pierce or All About Eve , or A Star 
Is Born ? Young gay men and 
women don’t give a damn about 
the aspects of popular culture that 
used to bring gay men together, 
things like diva worship. That isn’t 
a part of their lives anymore. 

Elaborate on this generational di¬ 
vide. Do you really think young 


gay men, say between adolescence 
and 25, have a different outlook 
on their gayness than older gay 
men? 

I think that in appearance and in 
outlook they are virtually identi¬ 
cal to their straight peers. I think 
there has been a complete collapse 
of gay youth culture into straight 
youth culture, which has become 
extremely androgynous and ho- 
mosympathetic. There is no sep¬ 
arate group identity for young gay 
men and young straight men. 
They dress alike, have the same 
tattoos, get the same piercings, lis¬ 
ten to the same music. They even 
go to the same dance clubs, places 
you could formerly count on to be 
segregated. 

You characterize much of gay lit¬ 
erature — specifically gay fiction 
— as essentially propaganda. 

Why do you think so much gay lit¬ 
erature sinks to the level of pro¬ 
paganda? 

Gay people have historically used 
reading as a way of achieving a 
sense of community. Before there 
was a really well-established sub¬ 
culture, one of the ways that gay 
people achieved an illusory sense 
of being members of the same 
clan and overcame their sense of 
isolation was by reading books, 
magazines, and whatever they 
could get their hands on through 
the U.S. mail. And over the years, 
the publishing industry has rec¬ 
ognized that homosexuals use 
books for extraliterary purposes, 
for overcoming the loneliness of 


being stranded in the boondocks. 
For this reason, publishers can 
churn out any low-down piece of 
self-help trash knowing that there 
is this niche, this yawning, bot¬ 
tomless maw of hungry gay read¬ 
ers who will devour anything in 
order to strengthen their bonds 
with a network of readers scat¬ 
tered across the country. It’s a sort 
of book club without walls. 

It seems to me that the use of 
books to achieve group solidarity 
has had a damaging impact on us 
intellectually. It is in mainstream 
publishers’ best economic inter¬ 


ests to keep us in this state of in¬ 
tellectual paralysis, and therefore 
they have never really encouraged 
original thinking but have given 
us the same hackneyed, warm- 
and-fuzzy crap over and over 
again, the same encyclopedia of 
cliches about coming out and 
feeling good about ourselves and 
being proud and developing self¬ 
esteem. The book trade has mer¬ 
cilessly exploited the homosexu¬ 
al’s innate susceptibility to propa¬ 
ganda. 

In your book, Hollywood plays a 
large role in the development of 
gay identity. Exactly what is the 
role of the Hollywood diva in the 
development of gay identity? 

I think that in the absence of real 
gay liberationists, Hollywood 
divas in the ’30s, ’40s, and ’50s 
were actually our de facto politi¬ 
cal leaders. One of the ways we 
achieved solidarity as a subculture 
was not only by reading the same 
books, but by being members of 
the same group of fans. Fandom, 
I believe, was once an emphatic 
assertion of ethnic camaraderie. 
Diva worship was a political act. 
To be a disciple of a star was a way 
to build community, to associate 
yourself with other gay men. So, 
when people asked the proverbial 
question, “Why do gay men like 
Judy Garland so much?” they are 
starting from a mistaken premise. 
It’s not that they like Judy Garland 
so much as they like each other. 
Actresses served as a magnet that 
brought gay men together. 

Now, what’s interesting is that 


over time, during the ’60s and 
’70s, there was a distinct shift in 
homosexuals’ attitudes towards 
divas and popular culture. An ele¬ 
ment of ridicule begins to sneak 
into our treatment of divas. Part 
of this is because we begin to 
watch women like Crawford and 
Davis age, they become hideous, 
their careers go into tailspin, they 
sink into unfathomable depths, 
playing ax murderesses and psy¬ 
chotic forgotten stars. But we also 
start to ridicule them because 
they become obsolete political ve¬ 
hicles. Today, we have more direct 
forms of applying political pres¬ 
sure, through legislation, lobby¬ 
ing, through petitions and boy¬ 
cotts. We no longer need what 
amounted to the greatest matri¬ 
archy in human history. As a re¬ 
sult, we began to turn on these 
women as anachronisms. Now, 
they are camp. We dress up as 
Baby Jane for Halloween and 
Wigstock, we kick life-size replicas 
of Christina up and down 
Christopher Street when Mommy 
Dearest comes out, and we laugh 
at their drug addictions as, stoned 
out of their minds, they check 
themselves into the Betty Ford 
Center. 

What do you think about the gay 
glossies, magazines like Out and 
Genre? 

I cut my teeth in the early ’80s on 
raunchy, down-and-dirty bar 
rags, which I continue to write for. 
I feel that the new gay glossies, like 
Out, Genre, and the now defunct 
10 Percent , do not actually serve 
any real function within the gay 
community but a function outside 
the gay community: they serve the 
interests of large U.S. corpora¬ 
tions. I think the new gay glossies 
are the invention of savvy gay en¬ 
trepreneurs who, in collaboration 
with mainstream manufacturers, 
have created glitzy market-pene¬ 
tration devices that function as 
conduits into an untapped pool of 
consumers. What gay journalistic 
venture capitalists have done is in¬ 
vent a slick, sanitized forum in 
which manufacturers can safely 
present their products to a highly 
problematic market, a sort of 
Teflon magazine to which nothing 
of the illicitness of gay culture will 
stick. In the ’60s, ’70s, and even in 
the ’80s, gay newspapers were 
more deeply rooted in the com¬ 
munity they served and were sup¬ 
ported by the advertising dollars 
of local gay businesses. Back then, 
manufacturers couldn’t place ads 
for their spiffy laptop computers 
and their luscious Godiva Choco¬ 
lates next to ads for butt plugs, 
cock rings, and locker room in¬ 
halers. Magazines like Out and 
Genre have created a sanitized 
forum for these manufacturers. 
These aren’t magazines, they’re 
advertorials. 

Why are you so critical of gay 
pornography in your book? Do 
you object on moral grounds? 

I’ve always considered myself very 
sex-positive. Until the early ’80s, I 
was a total pub-crawling slut. Yet, 
while I have always enjoyed sex, I 
feel that gay culture — even more 
than straight culture — is ab¬ 
solutely saturated with pornogra¬ 
phy. I think this is potentially very 
destructive to our attitude toward 
our bodies because it puts us at 
the mercy of commercialized im¬ 
ages of what our bodies, and even 
sex itself, should look like. 
Pornography professes to be a 
straightforward, literal represen¬ 
tation of sexual intercourse, but in 
fact it is very prescriptive and 
judgmental. It tells you “this is 
how sex should be,” and then

B ring out the boas — let the 
party begin! After a decade 
of pusillanimous, word- 
clotted academic eructations mas¬ 
querading as. “queer theory,” 
Daniel Harris has single-handed¬ 
ly restored the reputation of gay 
intellectuals as bitches. His hate¬ 
ful new book, The Rise and Fall of 
Gay Culture , is a shrewd and piti¬ 
less polemic on the current crisis 
of gay identity, and should be sa¬ 
vored by every homo whose brain 
has not yet been cauterized by 
crystal or stultified by steroids. 
Harris’ dissection of our so-called 
“culture” is intentionally lacerat¬ 
ing, a Socratic slap in the face. 
Knowing oneself is rarely this 
much fun. 


with each other, they also invent¬ 
ed the argot of “camp,” a parody 
of their own piety, which at once 
enshrined the objects of their 
adoration (Bette Davis, Joan 
Crawford) and rendered them 
ridiculous (“But you are, Blanche, 
you’re in that chair!”). This bitchy, 
rarefied “sensibility” was the silver 
lining to the thundercloud of op¬ 
pression. We made art lest we per¬ 
ished of the truth. 

Stonewall changed all that. The 
week that Judy Garland died the 
drag queens and bull dykes came 
out kicking. Within a decade, so¬ 
ciety shifted. Politically, it was two 
prancing steps forward, one back; 
culturally, it was full speed ahead. 
Gay ghettos blossomed in every 
big city, and subcultures exploded 
in an orgy of Celebration. Even 
AIDS failed to slow our assimila¬ 
tion into mainstream society; in 
fact, it accelerated the movement 
immeasurably. The bitter irony is 
that we paid for our success by be- 


What Harris laments most in 
this book is the loss of individuality 
and the imposition of a set of 
anodyne identities that function as 
psychological fashion accessories. 


Given my unguarded enthusi¬ 
asm for his writing, I should say 
immediately that I am skeptical of 
the way Harris frames his discus¬ 
sion. Whenever a critic starts ful¬ 
minating about a Fall (which in 
turn must posit a Paradise Lost), 
we know that we’ve entered the 
realm of mythology. No matter. 
The excellence of The Rise and 
Fall of Gay Culture depends not 
on its contradictory conclusions 
but shines in its profusion of his¬ 
torical detail. Harris excavates the 
deep structure of our superficial 
obsessions: personal ads, glossy 
magazines, styles of underwear, 
porn, drag, and the “kitsch of 
AIDS,” and though he chooses to 
be mordant and sour over what 
he finds, there’s a side-splitting 
tidbit on almost every page. 

Its argument is simple. Once 
upon a time, homosexuals were 
an oppressed and despised mi¬ 
nority. (Homosexual men, that is; 
lesbians for better or worse hard¬ 
ly register in Harris’ drama.) In 
order to survive, these men took 
refuge in art, evolved into haughty 
epicenes, and appointed them¬ 
selves the arbiters of American 
culture. In order to communicate 


coming as bland as everyone else. 

As Harris explains: “The safety 
valve that our creativity provided 
us will become superfluous as op¬ 
pression decreases ... our need to 
produce art will begin to wane.” 
American culture “will be de¬ 
prived of a major source of artistic 
and intellectual energy as homo¬ 
sexuals are finally integrated into 
a society they once judged, belit¬ 
tled, and ridiculed by lording over 
it their good taste and assuming 
the smugly incontestable airs of 
impeccable connoisseurs.” Such is 
the tragedy of our comedy. 

This is an entertaining story, 
but as history it’s suspiciously 
schematic. The blanket assimila¬ 
tion Harris fears will never occur. 
There have always been homosex¬ 
ual dullards, and there will always 
be hysterical prima donnas who 
cannot bear to be invisible. Little 
boys posing in their mother’s fa¬ 
vorite frock will always be alarm¬ 
ing; little girls kicking the shit of 
their Little League playmates will 
always cause consternation. The 
stigma of being dysfunctional in 
relation to the norm, however we 
may hope to ameliorate its agony, 
will never disappear. Queer kids 
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“as salubrious as vita¬ 
mins and prune juice,” what Har¬ 
ris laments is the loss of individu¬ 
ality and the imposition of a set of 
anodyne identities that function as 
psychological fashion accessories. 

Harris’ scathing account of the 
commercialization of AIDS (“the 
first disease with its own gift 
shop”) most sharply represents 
the conundrum of gay culture. 
The transmogrification of AIDS 
from a hideous disease unleashed 
by frenzied, sex-mad clones into 
the metaphor for the heroic hu¬ 
manity of homosexual men is a 
public relations coup of the first 


magnitude — a 
pyrrhic victory, as it 
turns out. According 
to Harris, we had to 
sell our soul in order 
to save it. Activists 
twisted the disease 
into a commodity, 
parading its victims be¬ 
fore the world “like 
mistreated animals at a 
carnival,” and created a 
new market of cultural 
kitsch from Benetton ads 
to celebrity ribbons. 

The “very pinnacle of 
AIDS kitsch” is, of course, 
the Quilt. Harris causti¬ 
cally describes the “spuri¬ 
ous aura of artsy-crafti¬ 
ness” evident in the Quilt’s 
homemade panels. In his 
view, those responsible for 
marketing the epidemic 
“have attempted to place its 
primary commemorative 
monument within the 
wholesome tradition of 
American history. AIDS is 
stripped of its stigma as the 
scourge of depraved homosexuals 
and endowed instead with the in¬ 
tegrity of a bucolic community in 
which good-natured rustics of 
unspoiled simplicity produced 
their handicrafts.” In my opinion, 
this is exactly the genius of the 
Quilt — the truly perverse inge¬ 
nuity with which it restores the 
exiled dead to the mythic Ameri¬ 
can Family. As much as it may of¬ 
fend us, the Quilt’s kitsch engen¬ 
ders authenticity. 

Harris thrusts his dagger deep- 
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will suffer, and take re¬ 
venge. 

In any case, Harris’ 
phobia about the evil of 
assimilation is misplaced. 

What should really terrify 
us is not assimilation 
into mainstream society 
but assimilation into our 
own generally juvenile 
subculture. Put a gay 
man in a room full of 
straight people and he 
is everything Harris 
could hope for: a 
raconteur, a wit, a 
fund of arcane trivia. 

Put the same man in a 
room full of gay men 
and his IQ plummets 
50 points as he dolls 
himself up for the 
next viral circuit 
party or metamor¬ 
phoses into a bare- 
butted leatherlizard 
or a roly-poly flan¬ 
nel bear. Even the happily-mar¬ 
ried homos in their Volvo heading 
off for the PTA cannot plumb 
these depths of mannered medi¬ 
ocrity. We need straights to keep 
us sharp as much as they need us 
to remind them how dull they are. 

I think it’s this homosexual ho¬ 
mogeneity that Harris really de¬ 
plores. Whether he is decrying the 
“pictorial genocide” of men over 
40 in “Teflon” magazines like Out, 
Genre, and 10 Percent, the infantile 
“fuzz therapy” pursued by hairy 
ursines (“inside of every bear 
there lurks a Goldilocks”), or the 
“profoundly banalized” practices 
of a leather scene that has become

Raising a stink with Skin / lead singer of London's Skunk Anansie

F ilm director Kathryn 
Bigelow has called London’s 
Skunk Anansie a “band of 
the future.” Buthow can a band 
with traditional rock instrumen¬ 
tations realistically be called “fu¬ 
turistic?” “I don’t listen to ’60s or 
’70s music,” claims Skin, the 
band’s enigmatic queer black fe¬ 


male singer. “I listen to music 
made now. And right now in Lon¬ 
don, music is getting much more 
integrated — bands are trying to 
achieve many different styles. I re¬ 
ally think that’s the future. We’ve 
never wanted to do an album 
which is like one song done twelve 
times. Every song on our new 
album is different from the one 
before.” 

Skin is referring to Stoosh, 


Skunk Anansie’s recently-released 
second record. Whereas the 
band’s debut, Paranoid and Sun¬ 
burnt, was a burst of politicized 
rock fury, Stoosh is considerably 
more varied, with slower songs 
thrown into the mix. “There aren’t 
as many heavy songs,” admits 
Skin. “But I think it’s a lot more 
intense than the first album. 
There are a lot of different things 
happening.” 

While the band’s angry politics 
are still evident — thorny issues 
of race and religion emerge on the 
record — other songs, such as 
“Infidelity (Only You),” deal with 
more ordinary concerns of love 
and relationships. What’s con¬ 
spicuously missing from the mix, 
however, are songs about sexual 
politics, which is strange consid¬ 
ering how frank this 29-year-old 
singer is about her sexuality. 

“I’ve written lots of songs - 
about my sexuality,” says Skin. 
“But for some reason, they just 
haven’t been as good as songs like 
‘Yes It’s Fucking Political,’ which is 
about politics, or ‘Milk Is My 
Sugar,’ which is purely about sex. 
You can’t choose songs just be¬ 
cause you want to touch on all 
these different subjects. At the end 
of the day, you’ve got to choose 
them because they’re great songs. 

“But to be quite honest, be¬ 
cause being bisexual is a part of 
me, it’s kind of in there on every 
song anyway. I mean, take ‘She’s 
My Heroine.’ It’s directed towards 
a woman. So you could argue that 
it touches on sexuality. It’s writ¬ 
ten, ‘She’s my heroine, she’s my 
heroin.’ You know, this thing that 
you love can also destroy you. It’s 
not really a love song. It’s more 
like a hate song!” 

Although Skin is only too 
happy to discuss politics, she balks 
at questions that get too personal, 
a stance that has resulted in no lit¬ 
tle flak from England’s gay com¬ 
munity. “I think some people get 
upset because they don’t see me 
being this kind of real ‘out’ person 


who is walking around saying this 
is my girlfriend and blah-blah- 
blah,” says Skin. “I’m very protec¬ 
tive of my private life, and I think 
that pisses some people off, be¬ 
cause I’m not representing them 
enough. I’m not going to be a 
spokesperson for anybody, not the 
gay community, not the black 
community, not anybody.” 

Being forced into a political 
role is often a pitfall of high-pro¬ 
file celebrity, a status the band en¬ 
joys, for better or worse, through¬ 
out Europe. “I can’t walk down 
the street there because I’m so 
easily recognized,” she explains. 
One reason the band enjoys tour¬ 
ing the U.S. is because of their rel¬ 
ative anonymity in the States. 
“People don’t really know me 
here. So they’ll just take you as 


you are. It’s refreshing.” 

Given the enormous energy 
the band pours into its perfor¬ 
mances, it’s unlikely Skunk Anan¬ 
sie will remain unknown in the 
U.S. much longer. There’s a reason 
for this sort of conviction. “Amer¬ 
ica is a conquest,” admits Skin. 
“Every night is a battle in the war. 
It’s a real challenge, and we all love 
that. The Rollins Band audience is 
quite hardcore, but we’ve been 
winning them over every single 
night.” ▼

W hat can one say about 
Sleater-Kinney that has¬ 
n’t already been said? 
This fierce, queer grrrl Northwest 
power trio has even been featured 
in Time magazine, further solidi¬ 
fying the ensemble’s lofty position 
as the indie band to watch for. But 
what is it about these women that 
makes mainstream rock critics 
cream their pants? Granted, their 
recently-released third album, Dig 
Me Out, is pure rock bliss, but 
musically it’s not that far removed 
from Heavens To Betsy or Excuse 
17, the two bands singer-guitarists 
Corin Tucker and Carrie Brown- 
stein played in, respectively, before 
forming Sleater-Kinney. Where

The protagonist of Nowhere , 
Dark (James Duvall), may talk 
like a queen, but he’s actually 
head-over-heels in love with the 
beautiful yet caustic Mel (Rachel 
True). Mel, however, chooses to 
divide her affection between Dark 
and the blue-haired Lucifer 
(Kathleen Robertson), in addition 
to any other nubile creature that 
catches her eye. Others in this am¬ 
bisexual circle include Cowboy 
(Guillermo Diaz) and his junkie 
boyfriend Bart (pop music also- 
ran Jeremy Jordan), dominatrix 
duo Kriss (Chiara Mastroianni) 
and Kozy (Debi Mazar), and air¬ 
head trio Dingbat (Christina Ap¬ 
plegate), Alyssa (Jordan Ladd), 
and Egg (Sarah Lassez).

I’m only 
18 years old and I’m totally 
doomed,” he says at one point.) 
But neither fears of death nor oc¬ 
casional alien sightings keep Dark 
from going about his daily routine 
of gobbling hallucinogenics, at¬ 
tending happening parties, and 
having lots of sweaty sex.

est into the hollow heart of gay 
culture in the final chapter, “Glad- 
to-be-Gay Propaganda.” Tracing 
the evolution of our attempts at 
self-justification from the desper¬ 
ate pamphlets of the Mattachine 
Society through the militant post- 
Stonewall manifestos up to the 
cloying apotheosis of the “Happy 
Gay,” Harris exposes the historic 
role of propaganda in creating a 
“vast audience of readers whose 
relation to ‘positive’ gay literature 
is characterized by a mindless 
spirit of gloating unanimity, as 
well as by an intolerance of dis¬ 
sent.” As usual, he hoists the hilar¬ 
ious objects of his scorn (Brian 
McNaught and Bert Herrman) 
upon their own published 
petards, while the puerile pro¬ 
nouncements of Rod and Bob 
Jackson Paris are beyond parody 
and can only be repeated in an ec¬ 
stasy of disbelief. 

The paradox of gay culture — 
the gay white middle-class subcul¬ 
ture to which both Harris and I be¬ 
long — is that capitalist society has 
both corrupted gays and set them

were all the bandwagon-jumping 
journalists then? 

Perhaps it just took a while for 
critics to warm up to the emotion¬ 
al wallop of Tucker’s captivating 
wail. Coupled with Brownstein’s 
inspired harmonies and energetic 
guitar work, the two create a fre¬ 
netic sound firmly rooted in the 
Northwest riot-grrrl scene. And 
new drummer Janet Weiss lends a 
powerful backbone to the inter- 
weaved guitar and vocal melodies. 

The threesome also seems to be 
having more fun these days. While 
songs like “The Drama You’ve 
Been Craving” and “It’s Enough” 
are as intense as some of the 
band’s previous work, other songs, 
like “One More Hour” and “Little 
Babies,” reveal a playful pop side 
heretofore unknown. Considering 


how serious the band used to 
seem, their newfound sense of 
humor is refreshing and makes 
their live shows all the more excit¬ 
ing. Brownstein jumps around the 
stage windmilling her guitar as if 
she were Pete Townsend, while 
Tucker cracks sarcastic comments 
between songs. Granted, they still 
whop you over the head with a 
bludgeoning force of musical 
power and ferocity — only now 
they manage to do it with a know¬ 
ing gleam in their eyes. T

In Araki’s mind, Gen Xers’ 
only fear of the apocalypse is that 
it will coincide with a really fabu¬ 
lous rave. These characters — 
pessimistic, partying, sex-crazed 
slackers — embody all the cliches 
about today’s youth. In sum, 
they’re one-dimensional creations 
that rarely show any real-life lone¬ 
liness or alienation and are com¬ 
pletely incapable of sustaining 
even this slight black comedy. 

To Araki’s credit, he does cre¬ 
ate some striking visuals through¬ 
out Nowhere, including several 
elaborate, carefully composed 
tableaux in which costumes are 
coordinated with an Op Art, 
Twister mat motif into which the 
actors melt. This is an old trick 
(Annie Leibovitz blended Steve 
Martin into an abstract painting 
in a similar way in one of her 
more famous photos), but Araki 
and production designer Patti 
Podesta pull it off well. 

Perhaps the best thing about 
Nowhere, though, is its soundtrack, 
which features great new rock 
(Elastica’s “In the City”), cheesy, 
ripe-for-discovery ’80s pop (Stacey 
Q.’s “Two of Hearts”), and various 
oddball covers (Nine Inch Nail’s 
version of Soft Cell’s “Memorabil¬ 
ia”). My advice — pick up the 
soundtrack and skip the film. ▼

free. I would restate Harris’ quasi- 
Marxist indictment of homosexu¬ 
al false consciousness in more tra¬ 
ditional terms. The real crime of 
gay culture is not its narcissistic 
materialism, distasteful as that is, 
but the more fundamental sin of 
self-deception. Virtually every¬ 
thing in our propaganda is stained 
by evasions and fabrications — 
from ersatz “spiritualities” to rela¬ 
tionship manuals to the way we 
sanitize our sex lives for public 
consumption — all of which reveal 
a critical inability to know or tell 
the truth about ourselves. 

Happily, Harris suffers no such 
inhibition, although his book tells 
a different tale than it pretends. 
We have no “culture” worthy of 
the name. Or if we do, it’s some¬ 
thing we’re still improvising, not 
something we’ve lost. There is no 
Fall, only the antic deconstruc¬ 
tions of a distinct sensibility 
which is not limited to the vicissi¬ 
tudes of “camp” but (at best) 
manifests itself as the playful im¬ 
possibility of taking cultural 
pieties seriously, plunging every¬ 
thing into the acid of laughter in 
order to make it new. The Rise and 
Fall of Gay Culture is a stinging 
exercise in that fine art. ▼

Licking Our Wounds by Elise 
D'Heane; The Permanent Press, 
$24 

E lise D’Heane would make a 
great stand-up comic. At 
least, that’s the impression 
one gets from reading her first 
novel, Licking Our Wounds. The 
book is laden with all of the 
elaborate setups and punchlines, 
character sketches and running 
gags that characterize some of 
the best live comedy. And while 
D’Heane’s narrator, Maria, re¬ 
lates storylines — her lost love, 
her quest for love, and her 
steamy sexual encounters — 
that are served well by her sar¬ 
donic edge, she also tells tales 
that are decidedly uncomical: 


the tragic death of her older 
brother, the sexual abuse of her 
younger brother, and the deaths 
of many of her friends from 
AIDS. 

D’Heane’s comic stance is not 
surprising, given her early liter¬ 
ary influences. At the outset of 
the novel, Maria reveals her 
teenage fascination with Philip 
Roth’s audacious, confessional 
novel, Portnoy’s Complaint. Con¬ 
sidering the number of times 
D’Heane mentions Roth’s 1969 
novel in her own book, and the 
fact that her narrative technique 
is an almost loving imitation of 
Roth’s, one has to guess that 
D’Heane’s Maria is as much an 
autobiographical character as 
Roth’s Portnoy. 

And what does Maria, a thir¬ 
tysomething lesbian and lapsed 
Catholic, have in common with 


Alexander Portnoy, Roth’s het¬ 
erosexual, Jewish antihero? 
Plenty. Both narrators take a 
long, unflinching look at the 
history of their libido, from 
their first masturbatory excesses 
to their later relationships. Fur¬ 
thermore, Maria’s meditations 
on her Catholic upbringing 
seem to mirror Portnoy’s explo¬ 
rations of his Jewish identity. 

Like Roth’s Portnoy, 
D’Heane’s Maria leads readers 
through an ongoing explication 
of her sexuality and psyche. 
Echoing Portnoy’s 

no-holds-barred confession to 
his psychiatrist, Maria addresses 
her soul-searching to two con¬ 
stant presences: Cup, the 
ex-lover whom she longs to re¬ 
turn to, and Mona, her vagina, 
which she believes has somehow 
taken flight from her body and 
which she has so named because 
“it sounded like sorrow, like the 
word melancholy.” 

There’s plenty of sorrow in 
Licking Our Wounds. When she 
is still very young, Maria is 
forced to come to terms with the 
death of the older brother she 
idolizes. When she grows older, 
she discovers some serious psy¬ 
chic turmoil within her family 
(including the fact that her 
younger brother was molested 
by a priest). She also has to con¬ 
tend with the AIDS-related 
deaths of many of her gay male 
friends. All of this on top of her 
ongoing remorse over her failed 
relationship with Cup. 

While the scope of D’Heane’s 
novel is admirable, she does not 
succeed in holding it all togeth¬ 
er. Perhaps the greatest weakness 
of the book is the author’s inad¬ 
equate exploration of the depths 
and dimensions of her charac¬ 
ters. If Licking Our Wounds were 
primarily a comic novel (as is 
Roth’s), D’Heane might be able 
to populate her fiction with 
less-than-fleshed-out carica¬ 
tures. But when she attempts to 
explore such issues as child 
abuse and the tragedy of dying 
young, her cursory treatment of 
her characters and their meth¬ 
ods of coping is patently light¬ 
weight. 

D’Heane’s transitions from 
the grave to the comical are 
sometimes jarring. At one point, 
for example, Maria attempts to 
get her troubled younger broth¬ 
er to talk about the abuse he suf¬ 
fered, as a child, at the hands of 
a priest. Just as D’Heane brings 
the scene, and her characters, 
close to revelation and discov¬ 
ery, she launches into a fantasy 
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sequence about the disembodied 
Mona. One suspects that 
D’Heane is attempting to inject 
a bit of comic relief into the 
story, but the attempt only 
heightens the impression that so 
many of the novel’s themes are 
not realized. The novel reads like 
a patchwork of good ideas that 
don’t have enough room to 
grow. 

D’Heane does not seem to 
mind taking shortcuts with her 
writing. One that she employs 
all too frequently is the pop cul¬ 
ture reference as a characteriza¬ 
tion device. She’ll describe her¬ 
self feeling “like the loser on 
Jeopardy,” or point out that 
someone’s withering gaze makes 


her feel like “a child molester on 
America’s Most Wanted.” Used 
sparingly, this technique can be 
very funny, but D’Heane uses it 
so often that one begins to ache 
for fresher descriptions of her 
characters. 

D’Heane, who has had great 
success with short fiction and 
screenwriting (she writes for the 
Showtime series Red Shoe Di¬ 
aries, and wrote the current fea¬ 
ture film Shame), seems less at 
home with the demands of the 
novel. Indeed, the multitude of 
pop culture references and cine¬ 
matic “asides” that seem to dom¬ 
inate Licking Our Wounds help 
explain why it fails to achieve the 
depth that it could. T

8P he San Francisco Symphony ended its 1996-97 season last 
■ week with monumental performances of Gustav Mahler’s 
I sprawling Symphony No. 3. The orchestra provided a grand 
finale to the venerable organization’s 85th year and Michael Tilson 
Thomas’ second as music director. 

If patrons should trust anyone to safely guide the orchestra to 
the Millennium, it certainly appears to be MTT. Merchandising and 
hype aside, the maestro really has the guts and talent to maintain an 
international presence and, judging from recent performance stan¬ 
dards, players seem willing to assist. 

From the shockingly dramatic launch to its almost painfully 
wrought conclusion, Tilson Thomas impressively conveyed his 
strong personal vision of Mahler’s profound paean to nature. Risk¬ 
ing unusually slow tempos and caressing passages of heretofore 
undiscovered, or at least underexposed, lyricism, MTT created an 
evening-length spectacle of overpowering effect. A few minor gaffes 
aside, the orchestra ultimately scored an impressive victory of its 
own. 

Mezzo-soprano Michelle DeYoung, who is featured on the SF 
Symphony’s new RCA Victor disc of Mahler’s Das Klagende Lied, 
once again displayed her warm affinity for the music of Mahler. 
The dignity and expressiveness of her solo contribution were 
matched by the choral work of the Piedmont Boys and Girls Cho¬ 
rus (Robert Geary, director); the San Francisco Boys Chorus (Ian 
Robertson); and the Women of the San Francisco Symphony Cho¬ 
rus (Vance George, director). 

Such exciting music-making augers well for the SF Symphony’s 
approaching Sacred and Profane Festival, scheduled for June 12-28 
at Davies Symphony Hall. A celebration of the 200th anniversary of 
Schubert’s birthday and the music of Berlioz, Mozart, and Kurt 
Weill are all part of the musical agenda. For more information, call

Cruising architecture

Queer Space: Architecture and 
Same-Sex Desire by Aaron Bet- 
sky; William Morrow and Compa¬ 
ny, $27.50 

t ueer theory has long since 
taken root in academia, in 
the fields of comparative lit¬ 
erature, film studies, and art his¬ 
tory, so it was perhaps inevitable 
that an ambitious critical thinker 
would apply a queer perspective 
to architectural history. Aaron 
Betsky, Curator of Architecture 
and Design at the San Francisco 
Museum of Modern Art, has un¬ 
dertaken just such a project in his 
book Queer Space: Architecture 
and Same-Sex Desire, an attempt 
to define queer sensibility in the 
building arts. 

It’s a slippery task. Betsky be¬ 
gins by describing a visit to Studio 
54 in its heyday, calling the disco 
“the Versailles of the twentieth 
century” and an example of what 
he terms “queer space.” What is 
queer space? Many definitions are 
proposed: “a useless, amoral, sen¬ 
sual space that lives only in and 
for experience”; “a space of spec¬ 
tacle”; “a misuse or deformation 
of a space... for perverse purpos¬ 
es”; “a space of pure artifice”; and 
more. Betsky explores this typolo¬ 
gy with stimulating results, then 
undercuts his own argument by 
focusing on examining the work 
of homosexual builders in a 
quick-step survey. Queer space, it 
seems, is simply what queer archi¬ 
tects produce. 

Now, there’s much to explore 
here. It happens that many of the 
seminal architects of our century 
were homos: Louis Sullivan, 
Philip Johnson, Charles Moore, 
and Frank Israel, to name a few. 
But whether their queerness in¬ 
fluenced their ideas of spatial or¬ 
ganization is debatable. After all, 
the “aesthetic tendrils” of Sulli¬ 
van’s organic architecture, which 


Betsky reads as queer artifice tri¬ 
umphing over the classical 
(straight) orders, attained its 
greatest realization in the work of 
Sullivan’s student Frank Lloyd 
Wright, a flaming heterosexual if 
ever there were one. 

Philip Johnson, who has 
changed architectural styles more 
times than most drag queens 
change outfits, is responsible for 
the famous Glass House of 1949; 
Betsky claims the showpiece 
house, and Johnson’s actual 
sleeping quarters underground 
“together are probably the most 
succinct statement of queer space 
built in this country in the last 
fifty years.” He reads the glass box 
as a “queering” of Mies van der 
Rohe’s Barcelona Pavilion of 
1929, and a photograph of the 
buried bedroom (“a vaulted 
chamber covered with raw silk, 
...[the] ultimate Sadean pleasure 
palace”) is all the proof we need 
that Johnson is a major decor 
queen. But his dominant legacies 
to the built environment, giant 
skyscrapers in Hong Kong, 
Houston and NYC, are hardly 
“liberating.” More than S/M 
daddy with designer taste, John¬ 
son has always played the Geisha 
Girl to corporate culture. But 
straight architects prostitute 
themselves, too. 

Betsky is on firmer ground 
with Charles Moore, whose Sea 
Ranch has been replicated in an 
infinity of cedar-sided, sloped- 
roof condos, and who gave super¬ 
graphics as a design element to 
the world. Moore’s “bachelor 
pads” always centered around the 
master bed, “treated as the center- 
piece of a stage set.” It is this sense 
of setting a stage, creating a spec¬ 
tacle, and loving artifice that Bet¬ 
sky convincingly terms the 
province of queer souls. When he 
identifies this quality in the work 
of openly queer architect Frank 
Israel, as in the bedroom of a 
house designed for a queer cou¬ 
ple, we can join the amen corner.

But when he finds similar quali¬ 
ties in Robert Venturi’s work? 
Venturi is not queer. It’s an argu¬ 
ment which cancels itself. 

Beyond the inevitable self- 
contradictions, however, Betsky 
does a good job describing 
“cruising” spaces, noting the im¬ 
portance of the outlaw space to 
gay culture, and offering a brief 


history of the baths in Western 
culture. He gives a cursory dis¬ 
cussion of tearooms, but de¬ 
scribes in nicely explicit terms 
the layout of the UC Berkeley 
gym men’s locker room. (The 
showers: “Men are standing 
around poles in the middle of the 
room, rather than the sides, and 
are backlit by clerestory win¬ 


dows”) He also shares interesting 
perceptions on the vernacular ar¬ 
chitecture of gay bars, bathhous¬ 
es, and sex clubs. Queer Space 
may not add up to a wholly con¬ 
vincing argument about archi¬ 
tecture and same-sex desire, but 
its author does deserve credit for 
beginning the survey of some 
uncharted queer territory. ▼

Barbra redux

Streisand: A Biography by Anne 
Edwards; Little Brown, $24.95 

et another mammoth vol¬ 
ume chronicling the life of 
Barbra Streisand has hit 
bookstores. In the last few years 
we’ve already had two 600-plus- 
page biographies of Streisand, so 
there isn’t much that Streisand: A 
Biography can tell us about Barbra 
that we don’t already know. What 
distinguishes this Streisand bio 
from the others, however, is that 
author Anne Edwards, having al¬ 
ready documented the lives of 
Katharine Hepburn and Vivien 
Leigh, has gained access to better 
sources and turns a more objec¬ 
tive eye on her subject than oth¬ 
ers before her. She doesn’t revile 
Streisand, nor does she flatter her 
— rare qualities among Streisand 
biographers. 

Edwards’ biography also bene¬ 
fits from good timing. Streisand’s 
return to the concert stage provides 
an excellent starting point from 
which the author can explore her 
subject’s growth from “meeskite” 
girl singer in the grungy New York 
cabaret scene to the world-class leg¬ 
end she is today. The ensuing world 
tour, her on-again, off-again in¬ 
volvement in the screen adaptation 
of gay playwright Larry Kramer’s 
The Normal Heart (probably the 


most dramatic unfinished story in 
the book), the troubled production 
of psycho-babble disaster flick The 
Mirror Has Two Faces , and her bud¬ 
ding relationship with James Brolin 
are all discussed in these pages, 
making this Streisand biography 
seem complete without being 
dated. 

Edwards’ only conspicuous 
failing is her inability to provide 
meaningful critical analysis of 
Streisand’s work, especially her 
music. We all know about her fa¬ 
ther’s death when she was a child 
because we saw Yentl , just as we 
know about her troubled rela¬ 
tionship with her mother because 
we saw The Prince of Tides and 
Nuts. What counts most is the 
work, and sometimes it seems 
that Edwards is more interested in 
psychology than art. The author is 
especially sloppy when it comes to 
song titles. She mis-labels “Some¬ 
where” as “There’s a Place for Us” 
and “Guilty” somehow becomes 
“Highway to the Sky.” 

In the last few biographies, 
Streisand’s 30-year-old son, Jason 
Gould, has been outed, but not de¬ 
finitively. Here, Edwards quotes 
Gould’s father, actor Elliot Gould, 
directly from interviews in the 
British press. “Yes, Jason is gay,” 
Gould says. “That’s his preference, 
his business. It’s something that’s 
new to me and it’s an acutely deli¬ 
cate subject. But I’m more than just 
empathetic. Whether it has been a

problem for Barbra, I don’t know.” 

Streisand has remained silent 
on the issue. Edwards does, howev¬ 
er, recount a story in which Jon Pe¬ 
ters, Streisand s former boyfriend, 
tells gay writer Arthur Laurents 
(The Way We Were, Gypsy) that he 
should have a talk with Barbra 
about her then-12-year-old son. 
“The kid’s gay. She should face it 
now,” Peters said. “How do you 
know?” Laurents asked. “He’s inter¬ 
ested in antiques.” 

The prose style of Streisand: A 
Biography is so florid the book 
could easily be the basis of a mu¬ 
sical comedy. Stranger things have 
happened. Until the lady herself 
decides to tell her own story, we’ll 
have to deal with admirable ef¬ 
forts like Edwards’, which, no 
matter how respectful they may 
be of their subject, are like wading 
through vats of margarine to 
reach that stick of buttah. ▼

beautiful men with hairless chests 
and Naired buttholes. I think the 
saturation of our culture with 
pornography has had a disastrous 
impact on our enjoyment of sex. 
Pornography emphasizes sight 
over touch, aesthetics over sensu¬ 
ality, and this interferes with plea¬ 
sure. We don’t have sex with our 
eyes — we have it with our hands 
and legs and genitals. 

Do you feel a certain ambivalence 
about assimilation? 

I feel a profound ambivalence 
about it, and it can be detected 
throughout my book. It’s very de¬ 
liberate. I hope readers will recog¬ 
nize that my ambivalence is not 
self-contradictory but is an ex¬ 
pression of frustration, disap¬ 
pointment, and ultimately, fatal¬ 
ism. On the one hand, I do recog¬ 
nize the necessity of assimilation 
— I don’t sentimentalize oppres¬ 
sion. On the other hand, I gen¬ 
uinely regret the loss of things like 
aestheticism in gay culture, the 
loss of our love of the arts, which 
has had a deep influence on my 
own life. I feel that with assimila¬ 
tion, aestheticism and the use of 
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the arts as a form of revenge, a way 
of elevating ourselves above the 
boorish philistine homophobes 
who despise us, will vanish. 

The Rise and Fall of Gay Culture 
is very critical of contemporary 
gay culture. Don't you think you 
should be more supportive of the 
gay community? 

When I started writing the book I 
said to myself, there’s an entire li¬ 
brary of books out there that are 


emerged in universities in re¬ 
sponse to the pressures of the 
tenure crisis and the atmosphere 
of intellectual paranoia caused by 
professional insecurities and the 
necessity of intimidating your col¬ 
leagues into fearful respect by 
being deliberately opaque. Theory 
has ghettoized gay studies, cut if 
off from the mainstream. I think 
that gay academics are now just 
spinning their wheels in the mire 
of fashionable and self-congratu¬ 
latory shibboleths like the “con-

supportive of the gay community, 
whole bookstores of self-help 
manuals that make gay people feel 
good about themselves. This is 
not a feel-good book, a don’t- 
worry-be-happy sort of thing. My 
intention was to give as objective 
and unsentimental an analysis as 
I possibly could of the state of 
contemporary gay culture. This 
book does not serve in any way to 
enhance the social status of gay 
people, to help us psychologically, 
it’s not propaganda, it’s pure 
analysis — something of an ex¬ 
ception, I’d say, in a sea of books 
whose sole function is to make us 
feel proud and happy and com¬ 
placent. 

Talk a bit about your objections 
to the current state of gay studies, 
especially its theoretical obses¬ 
sions and about your own intellec¬ 
tual role models. 

Postmodern studies has pro¬ 
foundly damaged what is now 
fashionably called “queer studies.” 
It’s an intellectual cult that has 


struction of gender” and the 
“under-theorizing of binary po¬ 
larities.” I try to distinguish myself 
as a writer from this kind of tortu¬ 
ous, theoretical butthole sniffing. 

Which writers have influenced 
you most? 

My own role models are more lit¬ 
erary and less bureaucratic than 
the usual crap we get from sages 
like Eve Sedgwick, Marjorie Gar¬ 
ber, Judith Butler, and Leo 
Bersani. I have mostly been influ¬ 
enced by Ronald Firbank, Gore 
Vidal, Lytton Strachey, and a cou¬ 
ple of straight essayists, Mary Mc¬ 
Carthy, Joan Didion, Susan Son- 
tag, and Frederic Crews. ▼

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Empty musings

The Truth Shall Set You Free: A 
Famil/s Passage From Funda¬ 
mentalism to a New Understand¬ 
ing of Faith, Love and Sexual 
Identity by Sally Lowe White- 
head; HarperCollins, $22 

H ow can I share with you the 
experience of reading Sally 
Whitehead’s ghastly mem¬ 
oir? Imagine you’re on a flight 
from LA to Australia, and there 
are no other seats available, save 
the one next to the woman who 
asks, “Can I tell you about some¬ 
thing amazing that just happened 
to me?” When you reluctantly ac¬ 
quiesce, she proceeds to tell you, 
in excruciating detail, the entire 
story of her boring little life. 
When you prompt her to get to 
the more recent event, she just 
plows on with more details of the 
early years. At some point I’m sure 
you’d consider jumping. 

In Whitehead’s case, The Big 
Revelation that got her trite little 
tome published was that her hus¬ 
band of 20 years admitted in 1991 
that he was gay. But the book 
starts in her childhood for no rea¬ 
son other than to fill page after 
page with the completely insignif¬ 
icant details of her humdrum life. 
Day after dreary day is reported in 
unnecessary detail, and the occa¬ 
sional hints of The Big Revelation 
are clearly dropped in to suggest 
to the reader that there really is 
something interesting to come. 

On the way to The Big Revela¬ 
tion, which takes place on page 
212 (of 253 pages of text), we 
learn lots more about setting up 
housekeeping, having babies 
(sons, Whitehead is proud to tell 
us, clearly a greater mark of her 
god’s honor than mere daugh¬ 
ters), and life in the slow lane than 
we can possibly wish to know. 

We also learn a great deal about 


certain forms of Christian funda¬ 
mentalism, especially the most 
virulently misogynist and homo- 
phobic types. Since Whitehead is 
entirely lacking in either insight or 
irony, she merely reports the hor¬ 
rors of her early religious choices 
without offering any comment. 
Consider this little gem: Learning 
that AIDS “is a curse sent by God,” 
Whitehead and her fellow believ¬ 
ers “bowed our heads and prayed 
in earnest and with power for 
those who had been deceived by 
Satan into believing they were ho¬ 
mosexual. We prayed for them to 
be delivered and for God to con¬ 
tinue to use AIDS to show them 
the vileness and horrible conse¬ 
quence of their sin.” 

Whitehead, and her now 
ex-husband, Michael, spend their 
20 years together wandering in 
the desert of failed quests for 
meaning in their lives. Their 
lengthy foray into fundamental¬ 
ism might provide the reader with 
some useful information, had 
Whitehead the skill to make sense 
of her attraction to, and ultimate 
disillusion with, this religion. 
From her telling, however, it ap¬ 
pears that they decided to move 
on every time things became the 
least bit difficult. In fact, their 
final break with fundamentalism 
seems to have as much to do with 
a desire to enjoy the occasional 
bottle of wine as it does with any 
doctrinal disagreement. 

Return to sender 

At one point, they adopt a 
baby girl, Sarah, in the hopes of 
doing some good in the world. I 
was confused by that bit of infor¬ 
mation, casually dropped on page 
10, because the book is dedicated 
to nine men: Whitehead’s six 
sons, her ex-husband, his lover, 
and her new, and presumably 
straight-as-an-arrow, husband. 
How odd, I thought, no mention 
of any girls. Not to worry, though;

we find out much later that, after 
struggling for several years with 
the developmentally disabled 
Sarah, Michael and Sally gave her 
back when she was eight years old. 
I can only hope they kept the re¬ 
ceipt. “For Michael and me, the 
loss of Sarah — although very sad 
[something you’d never guess 
from Whitehead’s report of the 
decision] — was quickly covered 
over by the threatening problems 
we were facing.” One of them, of 
course, was the fear their other 
children experienced that they 
might be returned as well. 

After The Big Revelation, which 
is remarkably lacking in any drama, 
Whitehead and Michael make a se¬ 
rious effort to break his “gay habit,” 
but to no avail. Once they admit he 
can’t be changed, Whitehead is able 
to overcome her intense revulsion 
for all things queer in no time at all, 
and with surprisingly little difficul¬ 
ty, so do her male children. She even 
becomes best friends with her ex’s 
lover. I could not help noticing that 
the lover, Craig, is very good-look¬ 
ing, as are, Whitehead reports, all 
the other men in her life. This 
makes me wonder if her acceptance 
of Michael’s homosexuality was 
contingent upon the physical at¬ 
tractiveness of his lover. I can easily 
imagine that poor Sarah was re¬ 
turned because she wasn’t beautiful. 

Whitehead lacks the skill to cre¬ 
ate a compelling story out of her 
life. As a writer, the best she 
achieves is a purely pedestrian 
style, with occasional trips into 
some inadvertently amusing 
gaffes: “Harry looked ready to fam- 
ishedly devour her.” Her more se¬ 
rious failing is that she is incapable 
of connecting her story to any larg¬ 
er world view. Had her biography 
not included The Big Revelation, I 
doubt very much that any publish¬ 
er would have expressed any inter¬ 
est. Whitehead’s memoir con¬ 
vinces me that, although every 
story may be worth telling, not 
every story is worth hearing. ▼

Untitled, Florence, 1952, 
by Jay DeFeo 


Florentine 

journey 

he landmark fay DeFeo rctro- 
■ spective at Berkeley Art Museum 
I has closed, but through Sunday 
you can still see an exhibit of the Beat 
artist’s works at the Museo ItaloAmer- 
icano in Fort Mason. The heart of Jay 
DeFeo: The Florence View and Related 
Work — 1950-1954 is in the tempera 
works on paper which DeFeo painted 
during a six-month stay in Florence in 
1952, small treasures which percolate 
with emotion and energy. 

These first post-student works (she 
had just completed her M.A. at Berke¬ 
ley) are Abstract Expressionist, but 
they are imbued with a sense of Italy. 
The form of the cross, pervasive in the 
Florentine cityscape, is implied or 
overt in these paintings (and presages 
the form of The Rose). Their earthy 
colors reflect what she called the “worn 
look of European towns.” Even 
DeFeo’s chosen medium, tempera, res¬ 
onates with Italian history, universally 
used by Italian artists until the advent 
of oil paints in the sixteenth century. 
In his catalog essay, Klaus Kertess 
writes, “Less fluid than watercolor, 
more fluid than oil paint, tempera’s 
emulsion dries to form a luminous 
transparent film across the surface. 
...Indeed, these works on paper are 
more like miniature panel paintings 
than what we might call drawings.” 

Something in the Florentine air 
must have stimulated Jay DeFeo, for 
these works seem evidence of a good 
run of creative inspiration. Curator 
Constance Lewallen claims, “Her work 
was never before or after as free and 
spontaneous as it was then.” In the in¬ 
timate galleries of the Museo 
ItaloAmericano, these small wonders 
convey all of the emotive power of 
AbEx, minus the macho bravura. ▼

Kindred spirits 

Berkeley Rep's 'Having Our Sa/ soars

D elivering just a few terse 
comments on Ellen’s com¬ 
ing out episode, the thera¬ 
pist played by Oprah Winfrey 
made clear how closely the black 
and gay civil rights movements are 
related. Offering further proof of 
that relationship, as well as a warm 
and satisfying evening of theatre, 
is Berkeley Rep’s season closer, 
Having Our Say. In the play, the 
audience is welcomed into the 
home of the Delaney Sisters, who, 
at 100 and 102 years of age, have 
quite a lot to tell about being black 
in America. The words of the play 
are their own, transcribed and 
edited several years ago into a pop¬ 
ular book by Amy Hill Hearth, 
which was later adapted for the 
stage by Emily Mann. The stage 
version of the Delany sister’s oral 
autobiography premiered in New 
York in 1995; its success has led to 
numerous regional mountings. 
The Berkeley Rep production is 
confidently directed by Roberta 
Levitow, pointedly played with 
iron conviction wrapped in velvet 
by Delores Mitchell and Vinie Bur¬ 
rows, and handsomely mounted 
by a fine production team. 

After Sadie and Bessie Delany 
welcome us into their home, a re¬ 
volving stage takes us from the 
parlor, where the sisters serve tea, 
to the dining room where they re- 
splendently set the table, and into 
the kitchen, where a birthday din¬ 
ner is prepared. They sing hymns.

display family photos, and relate 
their history in an intertwined 
monologue for two that is illumi¬ 
nating history and fascinating so¬ 
ciology. Remaining unmarried 
and strongly bonded to each 
other, the Delany sisters were pio¬ 
neers in a white professional 
world. There is joy in their suc¬ 
cess, but pain in the crippling af¬ 
fects of their constriction. 

But most telling for gay view¬ 
ers may be the sisters’ description 
of life under Jim Crow laws of 
segregation and laws against mar¬ 
riage outside of their race, restric¬ 


tions which have distinct contem¬ 
porary counterparts for gays. The 
sisters’ experience provides hope 
for our struggles while urging us 
to be self-defensively realistic 
about our progress. By the end of 
Having Our Say, we recognize 
kindred spirits in the Delanay sis¬ 
ters. Even more, their kindness 
and candor make us kinfolk. T
